Yoa  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Adams  Memorial 
Hall  in  said  Town,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next,  at 
ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  sub- 
jects: 

L  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officials  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  support  of  schools,  maintenance 
of  the  poor,  for  laying  oat  and  repairing  highways,  building 
and  repairing  bridges  and  for  other  necessary  charges  aris- 
ing in  said  Town. 

3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  use  of  Upton  Post,  No.  45,  De- 
partment of  New  Hampshire,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  Memorial  day. 

4.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors  or  commit- 
tees heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  improvement  of  the  highways  in  ac- 
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cordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sec.  4,  of  Chapter  35  of  the 
Laws  of  1905,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  Derry 
Public  Library  and  for  the  maintenance  of  said  Library,  and 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  Taylor 
Library  at  East  Derry,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  said  Li- 
brary, and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  place  a  hydrant  near 
the  F.  P.  Bradford  Faim  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  suitable  sum  of  money  to  sprinkle  or  oil  the  streets 
and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

10,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  by  taxation,  or 
otherwise,  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  Chapter  162  of  the  Laws  of  1913  relat- 
ing to  the  so  called  Rockingham  Road,  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

II-.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish,  construct 
and  maintain  a  sewer  system  at  Derry,  West  Village,  to  raise 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same  and  pass  any  vote  relat- 
ing thereto. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  issue  the  bonds  of 
said  Town  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  43 
of  the  Laws  of  1895,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  the  establish- 
ing and  constructing  of  a  sewer  system  at  Derry,  West  Vill- 
age, and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

13.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will    take   relative  to 
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supplying  East  Derry  Village  with  water,  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  v^ote  to  appoint  the  corpor- 
ation known  as  the  Hopkins  Home  for  Aged  Women  its 
agent  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  trust  created  by  the 
will  of  Lucretia  Hopkins  late  of  Wakefield,  Mass.,  deceased, 
and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  rental 
price  for  Adams  Memorial  Hall  of  eight  dollars  per  night  up 
to  12  M..  and  ten  dollars  per  night  if  used  after  12  M.  Said 
rental  not  to  include  cost  of  janitor,  police  and  other  em- 
ployees when  rented  to  non  residents,  and  pass  any  vote  re- 
lating thereto. 

16.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  relative  to 
the  claim  of  Charles  E.  Reynolds  of  said  Derry  for  bounty 
money  due  him  under  a  vote  passed  by  said  Town  at  a  spec- 
ial meeting  held  August  26,  1862,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
highway,  or  a  part  of  the  same,  running  from  Beals  Corner 
to  Hampstead  Street  near  SpoUett's  Store  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto.

REPORT  STATE  TAX  COMMISSION. 
Increase  in  Public  Expenditures. 

No  power  has  constituted  the  members  of  the  tax  com, 
mission  guardians  of  the  public  in  respect  to  expenditures 
tor  the  support  of  government,  and  they  have  no  disposition 
to  assume  that  role.  Nevertheless,  "economy  being  a  most 
essential  virtue  in  all  states,"  and  it  being  ''the  duty  of  legis- 
lators and  magistrates  *  *  *  to  countenance  and 
inculcate  the  principles  of  *  *  *  economy,"  all  as  set 
forth  in  the  constitution  of  this  state,  the  commissioners 
believe  themselves  to  be  amply  justified  in  urging,  as  they 
have  so  often  urged  before,  the  importance  of  this  subject 
upon  the  voters  of  this  state.  The  public  revenue,  state  and 
municipal,  is  the  voters'  business  and  they  are  responsible, 
directly  or  indirectly,  for  every  extravagance  affecting  it 
from  the  inception  to  the  termination  of  the  fund. 

Every  compulsory  contribution  levied  by  public  author- 
ity upon  people  or  property  is  in  the  broad  sense  of  the  term 
a  tax,  nor  is  it  made  less  obnoxious  or  burdensome  if  called  a 
fee  or  a  fine.    In  the  figures  that  follow  therefore,  all  fees 
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iiiies,  and  other  exactions,  if  any,  are  included  with  the  taxes 
upon  polls  and  estates.  To  illustrate  the  comparative  im- 
portance of  the  two  classes,  it  many  be  said  that  the  taxes 
upon  polls  and  estates  represent  about  95  per  cent,  and  all 
other  income  about  5  per  cent,  of  the  total  revenue  of  the 
state,  and  of  the  counties,  cities,  to'>Arns,  districts  and  pre- 
cincts therein. 

Taxes  as  delined  above  have  increased  by  leaps  and 
bounds  in  recent  years.  In  1903  the  sum  of  all  taxes  asses-" 
sed  by  and  within  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  wa 
^5,373,420.22;  in  1913  it  was  $8,765,039.07,  an  increase  of 
$3,391,618.85,  or  63  per  cent.,  in  ten  years.  But  these  figures 
do  not  adequately  represent  the  velocity  the  upward  move 
ment  has  now  attained.  To  show  that  is  necessary  to  divide 
the  ten  year  period:  The  levy  in  1908  was  $924,388.79,  or 
17  per  cent,  greater  than  in  1903,  while  that  in  1913  was 
$2,467,230.06,  or  39  per  cent,  greater  than  in  1908.  By  so 
much  did  the  advance  in  the  last  half  of  said  period  exceed 
that  in  the  first  half.  These  figures  will  be  the  more  alarm., 
ing  if  it  IS  remembered  that  while  taxes  already  sufficiently 
heavy  were  advancing  63  per  cent.,  of  the  population  of  the 
state  increased  only  about  41-2  per  cent.,  and  while  the  one 
was  advancing  39  per  cent.,  the  other  increased  only  about 
2  1-4  per  cent. 

It  is  interesting  to  study  the  subject  from  another  angle. 
In  the  ten  years  from  1904  to  1914  both  inclusive,  the  annual 
increase  in  all  taxes  defined  and  limited  as  above  was  as, 
foUows:

The  average  yearly  increase  for  the  whole  period  was 
$336,561.85.  The  upward  trend  is  more  plainly  shown  how- 
ever, by  dividing,  as  before,  the  ten-year  period  in  the  mid- 
dle and  consider  the  halves  separately.  For  the  first  five 
years  the  average  annual  increase  was  $184,877.76;  for  the 
last  five  years  it  was  $493,446.01.  It  is  surely  pertinent  to 
consider  how  long  the  little  state  of  New  Hampshire,  almost 
stationary  in  wealth,  can  sustain  a  tax  already  burdensome 
and  increasing  at  the  rate  of  practically  half  a  million  dollars 
a  year  without  crippling  her  industries  and  impoverishing 
her  people.  Plainly  it  is  a  condition  not  calculated  to  attract 
capital  from  without  the  state  or  to  encourage  business 
within  the  same. 

From  the  per  capita  standpoint  the  situation  is  not  less 
disturbing.  In  1903  there  were  assessed  $12.88  in  taxes  for 
each  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  state.  Five  years  later 
there  were  assessed  $14.75  each  individual,  and  in  five 
years  more  $20.09.  If  in  191  3  t^xes  had  been  equally  dis- 
tributed among  all  the  people  it  would  have  meant  a  burden 
of  $100  for  each  family  of  five  members.  Though  in  reality 
there  was  little  such  equality  in  the  assessment  there  was 
much  in  the  payment.  The  fact  is  that  those  who  occupy^ 
use  or  consume  property,  no  matter  who  owns  it,  are  those 
who  in  the  last  analysis  pay  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  taxes 
thereon.  If  the  wage  earner  or  the  man  of  limited  means 
understood  he  was  in  reality  paying  something  like  $iop  a 
year  in  state  and  municipal  and  half  as  much  more  in  federal 
taxes  for  the  government  of  himself,  his  wife  and  three  chil- 
dren his  influence  and   his  vote  would   more  frequently 
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make  for  economy  in  appropriations  and  expenditures  than 
heretofore. 

No  statistics  for  the  year  1914  appear  in  the  above  par- 
agraphs for  the  reason  that  they  are  not  yet  at  hand  except 
n  part.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


There  is  very  little  to  report  this  year.  Derry  has  been 
very  fortunate,  we  consider,  for  a  town  of  its  size,  in  not  hav- 
ing more  contagious  diseases. 

So  far  we  have  had  reported,  one  case  of  typhoid  fever, 
one  case  of  measles,  twelve  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  with  ten 
houses  quarantined. 

VTe  feel  it  has  been  quite  a  little  epidemic  but  are  glad 
to  state,  the  cases  have  all  been  light,  with  no  serious  results. 

The  board  have  spent  very  little  money  this  year;  so  far 
less  than  $500,  over  $200  of  which  was  spent  in  cleaning  up 
w4iat  is  known  as  Home's  brook,  which  should  have  been 
done  some  time  ago.  We  think  the  citizens  of  Derry,  es- 
pecially those  livihg  within  a  half  mile  of  the  brook,  agree 
with  us  that  it  was  money  well  spent.

The  year  1914  was  a  prosperous  one  for  the  local  Water 
Works.  rhe  suppi)  was  adequate  for  ail  demands  put  upo» 
it  for  domestic  and  fire  purposes.  The  repairs  and  improve- 
ments made  upon  the  plant  during  the  year  have  added  to  its 
efficiency.  We  feel  considerable  satisfaction  in  being  able  to 
report  so  large  a  surplus  at  the  close  of  the  year.  The  urgent 
need  of  a  larger  standpipe  is  still  ^before  us  and  must  be 
supplied  within  a  few  years.  The  following  report  by  the 
superintendent  gives  the  summary  of  the  year's  work  and 
the  present  status  of  the  Water  Works  plant.

To  THE  Board  of  Water  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of 
the  Superintendent  for  the  year  ending  Dee.  ol,  1914. 
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Much  needed  improvements  have  been  made  on  the  in- 
terior of  the  pumping  station.  New  floors  have  been  laid, 
and  the  pump  and  boiler  rooms  ha\  e  been  painted  throughout. 
The  condensing  pump  and  heaters  have  been  moved,  giving  a 
little  moie  room. 

It  was  absolutely  necessary  to  repair  the  large  com- 
pound pump  or  buy  a  new  one.  As  we  did  not  think  we 
could  afford  a  new  one  at  that  time,  the  water  end  of  the  old 
pump  has  l>een  repaired  at  an  expense  of  about  $800.00  how- 
ever, this  pump  must  be  replaced  within  a  few  years. 

The  coming  vear  it  will  be  necessary  to  replace  the  old 
Cunningham  boiler,  which  was  installed  when  the  Works 
were  built  in  1890,  with  a  new  high  pressure  boiler. 

In  September  the  standpipe  was  thoroughly  scraped  and 
painted  inside  and  out  with  two  coats  of  graphite  paint.  Dur- 
ing the  eight  days  the  standpipe  was  empty  the  pumps  were 
kept  ruiining  constantly  to  keep  up  the  pi  assure. 

Two  old  hydrants  have  been  replaced  with  new  Cory 
Steamer  hydrants. 

One  SIX  inch  gate  has  l)een  replaced  and  three  have  been 
repaired. 

About  the  only  extention  to  the  pipe  line  has  been  four 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  two  inch  pipe.  Twenty  one  service 
pipes  have  been  added  and  fifteen  old  ones  relaid. 

Over  fifty  per  cent  of  the  services  are  now  metered. 

Tne  fire  at  the  Adams  Memorial  Building,  on  January  lo, 
was  a  great  inconvenience  coming  as  it  did  at  our  busiest 
season.  Temporary  quarters  were  provided  by  the  Town,  in 
the  Knights  of  Pythias  i>lock.  About  the  first  of  June  we 
were  able  to  move  back  to  a  new  office  in  the  Memorial 
]>uiiding.  Our  loss  from  the  fire  was  about  one  hundred  and 
eighty  five  dollars. 

We  have  paid  all  running  expenses;  -^938.98  for  exten- 
tions;    $4690.00  interest  on  bonds;  bought  a  $1000.00  Mil- 
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^aukee  bond  and  carried  $5700.59  over  as  a  nucleus  for  the 
new  year.  ^ 

Considerable  work  has  been  done  this  year  which  was 
outside  the  regular  department  work.  We  liave  furnished 
men  and  supplies  for  the  tr6e  sprayer  and  steam  roller  and 
have  done  all  the  repairs  on  both,  for  which  we  received  pay- 
ment from  the  Town.

DERRY  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Derry  Public  Library: 

The  tenth  annual  report  is  herewith  presented: 
The  year's  work  began  in  the  Knights  of  Pythias  block 

and  the  favorable  location  tended  to  increase  the  eirculatior}. 

The  largest  number  of  books  loaned  in  one  day  was  while 

there. 

In  June  the  Memorial  Building  was  ready  for  occupancy 
and  though  w^e  had  been  very  fortunate  in  securing  our  tem- 
porary quarters  we  were  glad  to  get  back  into  the  old  build- 
ing. The  rooms  had  been  much  improved  especially  by  the 
change  in  the  electric  wiring  and  also  enlarged.  Shelving  to 
accommodate  1400  new  books  was  added  at  this  time  and  the 
extra  room  together  with  the  new  arrangement  of  the  furnish 
ings  gives  us  floor  room  for  still  further  stacks,  providing 
room  for  a  number  of  years  to  come.  The  library  was  closed 
four  days  while  the  removal  was  being  made. 

During  the  summer  we  were  presented  by  the  Hebrew 
Progressive  Society  with  115  books  in  its  own  language.  The 
number  of  these  books  taken  justifies  the  acceptance  of  the 
gift.  During  the  six  months  they  have  been  circulated  249 
books  have  been  loaned,  most  of  them  to  young  men.  Some 
of  these  borrowers  take  an  English  as  well  as  a  Hebrew  book. 
The  library  is  thus  becoming  useful  to  a  larger  part  of  our 
communit}^ 

The  general  circulation   had  continued  to  increase  eo 
largely  that  since  Sept.  1st  the  library  has  been  open  for 
the  delivery  of  books  every  day  from  2.30  to  5.00  o'clock 
and  from  0.00  to  9.00  o'clock,  on  Saturdays  from  5.00  to  6.00 
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o'cloclc  also.  This  has  distributed  the  work  more  evenly 
ovQV  the  whole  week.  The  year's  increase  is  larger  than  in 
any  previous  report  7171  volumes,  a  gain  of  26  per  cent. 

The  registration  shows  428  new  borrows  and  296  names 
discontinaed. 

The  number  of  books  purchased  during  the  year  was 
695  not  as  many  as  were  discarded  on  account  of  the  Are  and 
for  other  reasons  but  nearly  twice  as  many  as  are  usually  pur- 
chased in  one  year. 

In  June  I  attended  the  N.  H.  Library  meeting  held  in 
Rochester  where  library  problems  were  discussed  and  helpful 
addresses  given.  In  December  I  attended  the  dedication  of 
the  Carpenter  Memorial  Library  of  Manchester. 

The  inventory  was  taken  this  year  as  usual  and  two  books 
cannot  be  accounted  for.  Considering  the  upheaval  the  lib- 
rary was  subjected  to  the  past  year  I  feel  that  this  is  a  very- 
satisfactory  record.

EEPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


Id  compliance  with  the  law,  the  following  report  with  a 
financial  statement  for  the  year  ending  Feb.  15,  1916,  and  an 
estimate  for  the  coming  year  to  end  Feb.  15,  1915,  is 
respectfully  submitted. 

The  Su])ervisory  District  is  composed  of  Londonderr} , 
Dei-ry  Special  aiid  Derry  I'own  Districts,  the  same  as  last 
year.  At  the  Supervisory  meeting  held  in  May  Mr.  Charles 
\\'.  Cutts  was  re-elected  at  a  salary  of  $1700,  one  half  of 
which  is  paid  by  the  State.  Of  the  other  $850,  Londonderry 
pays  $2'J5  for  three  half  day*,  Derry  Special  pays  %85,  and 
Derry  Town  $510. 

This  year  Mr.  Cutts  has  his  ofKce  at  the  Adams  Memorial 
Building,  which  is  very  convenient  and  is  also  a  saving  in  rent 
to  the  Town  District.  This  is  Mr.  Cutts's  third  year  as 
Superintendent,  and  under  his  efficient  supervision  the  schools 
are  imuroviucr  steadily. 

Cnving  to  the  crowded  condition  in  the  6th  and  7th 
grade.',  we  fcL^  that  we  shall  have  to  provide  for  one  and 
possibly  two  new  teachers  for  the  coming  year. 

Some  much  needed  repairs  have  been  made  on  the  Oak 
St.  S.  hool,  and  some  minor  repairs  have  been  made  at  the 
West  Side  School.  New  blackboards  have  been  placed  in 
Districts  No.  3  and  4. 

About  one  half  of  the  children  at  District  No.  3  come 
from  Londonderry,  and  Londonderry  pays  one  half  of  the 
expense  of  maintaining  the  school. 
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]3uring  the  past  year  we  have  paiQ  all  current  bills 
against  the  District  and  have  paid  $800  on  note  indebtedness. 
There  remains  IIGOO  notes  outstanding. 

This  next  year  we  shall  have  to  have  at  least  Jfe'J'iOO  for 
High  School  tuition  as  the  rebate  is  based  on  the  tax  rate  for 
the  live  years  next  preceeding.  This  year  we  shall  ask  the 
District  to  raise  the  sum  of  $H500  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  following  is  an  estimate  of  the  amount  required  to 
meet  the  statutory  obligations,  and  this  report  is  a  notice  to 
the  seleetmen  as  required  by  law:

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORP. 


To  the  Board  of  Education  of  Derry  Town  School  District: 

I  submit  herewith  my  third  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  schools. 

Since  the  last  annual  report,  several  changes  have  oc- 
curred in  our  teaching  force.  Miss  Ray,  principal  of  the 
Oak  St.  school,  resigned  in  May  to  accept  a  position  in  Mas- 
sachusetts. Mr.  W.  D.  Davis  was  secured  to  succeed  her, 
and  has  proved  to  be  a  valuable  man  for  the  place.  Miss 
Wilson  was  transfered  from  District  No.  4  to  the  7th  grade 
room  in  the  Oak  St.  school  to  succeed  Miss  Hamblett,  but 
after  teaching  a  month  she  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in 
Lawrence.  Miss  Arnold,  who  had  taught  for  nearly  two 
years  at  District  No.  7,  was  now  put  in  charge  of  the  7th 
grade  room.  These  are  the  only  changes  in  the  fifteen 
rooms  of  the  Oak  St.  and  West  Side  buildings.  These,  how. 
ever,  made  necessary  new  teachers  at  Districts  Nos.  4  and  7. 
Miss  Gertrude  C.  McEneaney  and  Miss  Edna  R.  Fressey 
were  selected  for  these  schools,  and  Miss  Ruth  W.  Taylor  was 
chosen  for  District  No.  8.  Thus  we  began  the  year  with 
three  new  teachers.  At  the  close  of  the  fall  terni,  Miss  Tay- 
lor resigned,  and  a  little  latei  Miss  Murphy  at  District  No. 
5  also  resigned,  both  to  accept  positions  elsewhere.  Miss 
Caroline  Roesner  and  Miss  Mary  W.  Barrett  were  secured 
for  these  positions. 

Forty  were  graduated  from  the  8th  grade,  and  most  of 
these  entered  the  Academy. 

The  most  important  change  in  our  school  conditions  for 
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the  present  year  is  the  increase  in  the  number  of  children. 
More  than  seventy  entered  the  sub-primary  room  at  the 
West  Side  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  This  conges- 
tion wa8  finaily  reliev^ed  by  transferring  some  to  the  Oak  St 
school  and  by  putting  some  of  the  more  mature  into  the  ist- 
grade  rooms.  There  are  at  present  seventy- h've  more  pupils 
in  these  two  buildings  than  there  were  a  year  ago  on  the 
corresponding  date.  This  increase  has  resulted  in  an  over 
crowded  condition  in  several  rooms.  The  average  member- 
ship for  the  fall  term  in  the  Oak  St.  building  would  equal 
forty-three  for  each  of  the  nine  rooms  in  the  building.  The 
6th  and  7th  grade  rooms  were  especially  crowded.  The  7th 
grade  room  had  a  membership  of  55  and  the  6th  grade  room 
had  61.  These  are  conditions  that  ought  not  to  be  tolerated, 
but  we  had  no  more  room,  and  could  secure  none  whereby 
these  rooms  could  be  relieved.  The  only  immediate  relief 
seems  to  be  in  securing  another  teacher  to  do  tutorial  work 
particularly  in  the  5th,  6th  and  7th  grades,  where  on  account 
of  numbers  the  room  teachers  can  give  very  little  individual 
assistance.  It  is  planned  to  try  this  arrangement  with  the 
besinnin^  of  the  next  term. 

But  other  plans  must  be  made  for  the  future.  There  are 
ninety  in  the  two  fifth  grades.  This  means,  of  course,  that 
there  must  be  two  full  6th  grades  next  year,  and  at  the  same 
time  both  the  7th  and  8th  grade  rooms  will  be  altogether  too 
large.  It  is  evident  that  we  must  have  more  room.  If  the 
school  population  continues  to  increase  as  it  has  the  past 
year,  a  new  building  will  be  absolutely  necessary.  If  a  build- 
ing is  erected,  provision  should  be  made  for  future  growth, 
and  also  for  development  of  work  along  new  lines.  The 
time  is  surely  coming  w^hen  new  lines  of  work  must  be  provi- 
ded for  in  our  schools.  There  is  urgent  need  for  such  now. 
Many  of  our  pupils  would  profit  much  from  properly  cor- 
related manual  work,  such  as  cooking  and  sewing  for  girls, 
and  some  form  of  constructive  work  for  boys.

A'lditional  teachers  will  be  needed  next  year,  and  in 
other  ways  the,  cost  of  our  schools  will  increase.  It  may  not 
therefore  be  an  opportune  time  to  suggest  that  better 
provision  be  nnde  for  our  teacliers.  Nevertheless  this  shouM 
be  done.  We  have  a  splendid  body  of  teachers,  faithful  and 
efficient,  but  they  are  underpaid.  They  are  provide<]  with 
work  for  only  36  weeks  in  the  year,  and  then  their  pay 
ceases.  They  could  earn  much  more  at  almost  any  other 
employment  with  far  less  responsibility  and  nervous  strain. 
In  justice  to  the  teachers  and  in  the  interest  of  greater 
etificiency  of  the  schools,  better  salaries  should  be  paid. 

The  school  buildings  in  the  outlying  districts  need 
special  attention  during  the  coming  year.  All  will  need 
repairs,  some  should  be  provided  with  new  furniture,  and  the 
outbuildings  should  be  thoroughly  renovated.  Some  of  these 
are  in  a  disreputable  condition,  a  menace  to  both  health  and 
morals.  The  bill  before  the  legislature  empowering  the  State 
Board  of  Health  to  compel  necessary  changes  to  be  made  in 
such  casses  will  doubtless  become  a  law.  We  ought  not  how- 
ever to  wait  to  be  compelled  by  some  outside  authority  to  do 
our  plain  duty.  The  needed  changes  will  cost  money,  but 
better  expend  some  money  than  to  jeopardize  further  the 
phj^sical  and  moral  wellbeing  of  the  children. 

I  am  very  glad  to  report  that  there  seems  to  be  in  gen- 
eral a  very  cheerful  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Child  Labor  Law.  The  Compulsory  Attendance  Laws  how- 
ever have  operated  to  lessen  the  number  of  labor  certificates 
required,  In  this  connection  I  may  say  that  we  have  very 
few  parents  who  apparently  ignore  or  would  like  to  ignore 
the  requirements  of  the  Compulsory  Attendance  Laws.  Every 
parent  who  is  at  all  interested  in  the  future  well-being  of  the 
child  wishes  his  child  to  be  in  school  every  day  as  the  law 
requires. 

Some  features  of  the  attendance  record  are  of  interest 
In  spite  of  the  severe  weather  of  last  winter,  the  Roll  ot* 
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Honor  for  the  year  ending  in  Jinie  was  50  per  cent  larger 
than  that  of  the  year  before,  and  whereas  i^S  were  re^jorted 
not  absent  or  tardy  during  the  fall  term  of  1913,  221  were  so 
reported  for  the  fall  term  of  this  year. 

The  following  table  shows  the  important  tigures  for  sev- 
eral years.  The  attendance  records  for  the  present  year  are 
for  the  fall  term,  and  will  necessarily  be  quite  a  little  differ- 
ent when  computed  for  the  entire  year.  The  total  enrollment 
and  average  membership  may  increase  somewhat,  while  the 
average  attendance  and  per  cent  of  attendance  will  decrease.

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  progress  and 
condition  of  the  schools. 

The  year  was  completed  in  June  by  the  graduation  of 
an  unusually  large  class  from  the  eighth  grade,  nearly  all  the 
members  of  which  entered  the  xAcademy.  By  the  graduatiort 
of  so  large  a  class,  the  Grammar  room  was  left  very  small, 
hence  the  5th  grade  was  transferred  for  the  time  being  from 
the  Primary  room  to  the  Grammar  room.  In  this  way  the 
somewhat  congested  condition  of  the  Primary  room  was  re- 
lieved.

It  is  a  matter 
ot  regret  that  one  is  about  to  withdraw  to  engage  in  other 
employment.  \i  is  unfortunate  that  the  salary  cannot  be 
made  sufficient!)'  attractive  to  hold  teachers.  In  justice  to 
the  teachers  and  for  the  ultimate  good  of  the  schools,  the 
salaries  should  be  increased.

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THE  NEW  FORM  OF  TOWN  REPORT. 
Recommended  By  the  State  Tax  Commission. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Selectmen,  the  State  Tax 
Commission  has  been  enabled  to  reorganize  in  part  the 
financial  report  of  the  Town  of  Derry  to  conform  to  the 
uniform  system  recommended  for  all  New  Hampshire  towns. 
The  report  presents  in  summary  form,  first  the  financial 
standing  of  the  town  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  second  the 
financial  transactions  during  the  year.  This  information 
is  summarized  in  two  statements,  one  of  assets  and  liabili- 
ties called  a  "Balance  Sheet,"  (See  page  12-13),  the  other  a 
schedule  of  "Receipts  and  Payments,"  (See  page  20-28). 

The  "Balance  Sheet"  is  divided  into  two  parts,  (i)  the 
"General  Account"  in  which  the  cash  and  other  assets  readily 
realized  upon  are  set  over  against  the  immediate  demands 
for  cash;  and  (2)  the  "Capital  Account"  in  which  the  bonded 
debt  is  compared  with  the  sinking  funds  and  the  permanent 
assets  of  the  town  such  as  the  town  hall  property.  The 
detailed  information  in  regard  to  items  in  the  Balance 
Sheet  is  sfiven  in  Schedule  A  to  E  following  it,  for  instance 
the  detail  in  regard  to  the  bonded  debt  is  given  in 
"Schedule  A." 

In  the  uniform  classification  of  Receipts  and  Payments, 
the  receipts  are  classified  according  to  the  sources  from 
which  they  come,  and  the  payments  according  to  the  purpos- 
es for  which  the  money  is  expended.  The  receipts  are  divid- 
ed into  two  classes:  (i)  Current  Revenue,  which  includes 
the  ordinary  items  such  as  taxes,  amounts  received  from  the 
State  and  County,  licenses  and  rent  of  th^  town  hall;  (2) 
Receipts  other  than  Current  Revenue,  which  include  the 
unusual  items  such  as  money  borrowed.    The  payments  are 
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divided  so  that  the  amounts  paid  for  the  ordinary  Current 
Maintenance  Expenses  of  the  government  are  separated  from 
the  payments  of  interest;  and  from  the  extraordinary  Outlay 
for  New  Construction  and  Permanent  Improvements  such  as 
buildings,  road,  sewers,  and  sidewalks.  The  payments  on 
the  principal  of  debt  and  the  payments  to  sinking  funds 
form  a  separate  item  called  Indebtedness  payments,  All  of 
these  which  are  payments  for  the  town  government  itself  are 
separated  from  the  Payments  to  Other  Governmental  Divis- 
ions such  as  the  State,  County,  Precincts  and  School 
Districts. 

The  detailed  information  m  regard  to  the  payment 
is  given  in  the  ''Detailed  Statements  of  Payments"  following 
the  summary  schedule. 

It  has  been  difficult  to  make  up  the  report  according  to 
the  new  form  because  the  old  system  of  bookkeeping  is  used 
in  Derry.  The  Tax  Commission  respectfully  recommends 
that  the  Town  of  Derry  do  as  Gorham  and  some  of  the  other 
towns  are  doing,  adopt  the  uniform  method  of  accounting  as 
well  as  the  new  form  of  report. 

Personally,  I  wish  to  thank  the  officers  of  the  Town 
particularly  Mr.  Coburn  and  Mr.  Bartlett,  for  their  co-opera^ 
tion  in  the  re-arrangement  of  this  report.

FIREWARDS'  REPORT. 


DERRY  FIRE  DISTRICT. 

From  April  ist  191 5  to  February  15TH  1916. 

The  Firewards  wish  to  submit  to  the  voters  of  the  Derry 
Fire  District  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  Feb. 
15th  1916. 

According  to  the  vote  of  the  last  annual  Fire  District 
meeting,  the  committee  appointed,  after  carefully  investigat- 
ing the  service  given  by  different  makes  of  auto  combination 
machines,  purchased  a  Six  Cylinder  Triple  Combination 
American  La  France,  and  the  demonstration  as  well  as  the 
service  given  since  the  machine  was  accepted,  has  peen  per- 
fectly satisfactory. 

The  department  has  had  41  calls  the  past  year,  20  still 
alarms  and  21  bell  alarms. 

The  total  damage  to  buildings  by  fire  $3795.00 
The  total  damage  to  contents  by  fire  1760.00 

The  total  fire  loss  since  April  t,  1915  ^5555-°° 

At  the  last  district  meeting  the  matter  of  exchanging  or 
selling  the  horses  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  firewards,  and 
it  was  our  judgement  that  it  would  be  better  to  dispose  of 
one  of  the  horses,  as  we  had  use  for  only  one  after  installing 
the  Auto  truck. 

We  have  provided  the  men  in  the  department  with  new 
rubber  coats  for  protection,  as  the  old  cloth  coats  were  of 
very  little  use  and  many  of  them  had  shrunk  from  continual 
wetting  until  they  were  too  small  to  be  used  at  all. 

The  roof  and  tower  of  the  Engine  House  need  some 
repairing,  the  gravel  roof  needs  patching  and  the  iron  on  the 
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sides  of  the  tower  bat  rusted  through  in  several  places,  a»il 
will  either  need  to  be  re-ironed  or  clapboarded.

BEPOBT  OP  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


The  last  legislature  passed  a  law  making  a  change  in  the 
local  board  of  health  in  the  towns  of  the  state.  Instead  of 
'the  selectmen  appointing  three  local  health  officers  they 
simply  recommend  one  man  to  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
who  appoint  him  to  the  office  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

This  simplifies  matters  and  makes  it  easier  for  the 
State  board  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  local  board.  The 
Selectmsn  are  considered  a  sort  of  advisory  board  with  the 
<ocal  board. 

This  plan  was  first  adopted  by  Vermont  and  has  proven 
i^ery  satisfactory. 

There  has  been  very  few  complaints  of  cesspools,  etc.^ 
the  past  year,  the  owners  generally  looking  after  such  matters 
as  needed. 

There  has  been  one  case  of  typhoid  and  one  of  whoop- 
ing cough,  20  cases  of  scarletina,  all  very  mild. 

Some  persons  have  a  wrong  impression  regarding 
assistance  during  quarantine,  thinking  they  are  entitled  to  aU 
they  can  get  out  of  the  town. 

Where  as  the  law  says  we  shall  render  only  such  assist- 
^ance  as  we  deem  wise  and  necessary.  We  try  to  be  charit- 
able and  just  to  all  as  well  as  fair  and  honest  to  the  town.

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  the  most  successful  in  the 
history  of  the  Water  Works.  The  income  has  been  most  grat- 
ifying and  the  plant  has  been  placed  in  most  excellent  condi- 
tion. The  mechanical  part  and  the  source  of  supply  of  water 
is  first  class.  There  has  been  for  several  years  an  urgent  need 
of  a  larger  stand  pipe,  and  the  necessity  for  such  is  even 
greater  today  than  ever.  The  following  report  by  the 
superintendent  gives  the  summary  of  the  year's  work  and  the 
present  status  of  the  Water  Works  plant.

At  the  same  time  the  boiler  which  was  installed 
in  1906  was  reset  with  an  overhanging  front  and  repiped 
throughout  with  extra  heavy  pipe.  The  steam  plant  is  now 
in  first  class  condition. 

The  pumping  machinery  is  in  as  good  condition  as  can  be 
expected  considering  the  number  of  years  it  has  been  in  use. 

The  High  street  line  has  been  extended  from  the  railroad 
crossing  to  Ross's  corner,  so  called,  a  distance  of  3200  feet, 
with  six  inch  cast  iron  pipe-  Two  hydrants  have  been  placed 
on  this  line,  one  at  the  corner  of  Franklin  8t,  and  Folsom  lid. 
and  the  other  at  Ross's  Corner.  Four  services  and  the  Clark 
and  Carr  farms  owned  by  H.  P.  Hood  &  Sons  are  connected 
on  this  line. 

Twenty-five  service  pipes  have  been  added  and  nine 
old  ones  relaid  with  one  inch  cement  lined  pipe. 

We^have  furnished  men  and  supplies  for  the  tree  sprayer 
and  steam  roller  the  same  as  last  year. 

We  have  paid  all  running  expenses:  $3521.90  for  extensions 
$4690.00  interest  on  bonds;  bought  five  Town  of  Derry  Water 
bonds,  15000.00,  and  carried  $1100.57  over  as  a  nucleus  for 
the  new  year.

The  largely  increasing 
patronage  from  year  to  year,  shows  the  high  appreciation  in 
which  the  library  is  held  and  its  worth  to  the  community  can 
hardly  be  questioned.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Trustees  of  Derry  Public  Library: 

The  eleventh  annual  report  is  herewith  presented: 

The  library  was  closed  two  and  a  half  weeks  in  March 
on  account  of  the  illness  of  both  the  librarian  and  the  assist- 
ant, with  this  exception  the  rooms  have  been  open  and  books 
delivered  every  week  day  from  2:B0  to  5:00  o'clock  and  from 
6:00  to  9:00  o^clock.  On  Saturdays  continuously  from  2:30 
to  9:00  o'clock.  Other  duties  have  occupied  the  time  of  the 
librarian  from  1  o'clock  till  the  time  of  opening. 

The  scarlet  fever  epidemic  early  in  the  year  greatly  inter- 
fered with  the  work  of  the  library  during  its  usual 'busiest 
months  but  notwithstanding  this,  its  circulation  was  larger 
than  ever  before. 

The  work  of  the  assistant  is  increasing  continually;  438 
more  book«^  have  been  repaired  by  her  this  past  year.  Her 
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work  has  always  been  most  satisfactory.  Especially  has  this 
been  true  when  Mrs.  Howe  has  been  in  charge  of  the  library 
during  my  months  absence  in  July  and  during  my  illness  in 
March. 

There  has  been  a  large  number  of  new  applicants  for 
ibrary  privileges  and  the  number  coming  for  reference  or 
study  matter  increases  so  that  daily  much  of  the  librarian's 
time  has  to  be  given  to  these.  To  new  work  has  been  nuder- 
taken  but  I  hope  that  next  year  some  new  features  will  be 
introduced,  including  the  picture  collection  which  will  be 
especially  for  school  use. 

There  is  a  constant  demand  for  new  books  which  it  is 
difficult  to  fully  supply,  but  I  believe  that  the  quahty  of  those 
added  during  the  year  has  greatly  enhanced  the  real  value  of 
the  library.  A  new  set  of  Shakespeare  has  been  added,  Par- 
ker's History  of  Londonderry,  and  a  large  proportion  of 
practical  books  and  other  works  of  non-fiction;  besides  the 
best  of  the  new  fiction.  The  semi-annual  lists  of  new  books 
have  been  issued  as  usual.  I  have  attended  during  the  year 
the  state  meeting  of  N.  H.  Library  Association  at  Manches- 
ter, a  Library  Institute  of  the  Women's  Club  at  Derry,  and 
two  committee  meetings  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Board 
of  the  N.  H.  L.  A. 

The  growth  of  the  library  may  be  learned  from  a  com- 
parison of  this  report  with  that  of  1906,  which  was  the  first 
full  years'  work  reported.  At  the  beginning  of  that  year 
there  were  1228  volumes  in  the  library,  now  there  are  5388. 
The  first  year's  circulation  was  16,580,  less  than  half  that  of 
the  past  year.  The  first  year  and  a  half  1333  people  ap- 
plied for  cards.  During  the  past  year  2005  cards  have  been 
used.    Each  year  there  has  been  an  increase  reported.

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees, 
or  Officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

6.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees,  in  rela- 
tion to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  Warrant. 

7.  To  see  how  much  money  the  District  will  laise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  Schools. 

8.  To  see  how  much  money  the  District  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board  and  other 
District  officers. 

9.  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School  Board

11.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  issue  its  bonds  iu 
conformity  with  and  subject  to  the  limitations  of  Ch.  48, 
Laws  of  1895,  entitled  the  "Municipal  Bond  Act,"  to  the 
amount  of  $25,000,  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  land  and 
erecting  a  school  house  thereon;  to  fix  the  kind  and  denomi- 
nation of  such  bonds;  the  time  and  place  of  payment;  the 
rate  of  interest  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

12.  To  see  how  much  money  the  District  will  vote  to  raise 
to  pay  interest  and  provide  for  a  sinking  fund  for  said  bonds 
of  the  District,  and  to  take  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

13.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions 
of  Ch.  83,  Laws  of  1913,  relating  to  Medical  Inspection  and 
to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.

EXPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


The  School  Board  of  the  Derry  Town  District  respect- 
fully submits  the  following  report  together  with  a  financial 
statement  for  the  year  ending  Feb.  15,  1916  and  an  estimate 
for  the  year  ending  Feb.  15,  1917. 

Charles  W.  Cutts  was  elected  superintendent  of  the  Su- 
pervisory District,  composed  of  Londonderry,  Derry  Special 
and  Derry  Town  Distric^^  at  a  salary  of  $1750,  one  half  of 
which  is  paid  by  the  state.  Out  of  this  salary,  Londonderry 
pays  $262.50  for  three  half  days,  Derry  Special  pays  $87,50, 
and  Derry  Town  District  pays  $525.00  for  the  remainder  of 
the  time. 

Owing  to  the  crowded  condition  of  our  school  houses 
your  committee  was  obliged  to  furnish'  an  additional  school 
room  in  the  Municipal  Court  Room.  Although  this  was  not 
adequate  to  accommodate  all  of  the  children  between  the 
ages  of  5  and  8  years;  yet  no  other  suitable  school  room  has 
been  -available,  consequently,  the  age  limit  for  attending 
school  was  raised  to  6  years,  which  arrangement  we  believe 
has  not  hindered  the  advancement  of*any  child. 

In  the  school  warrant  your  committe  has  asked  the  Dis- 
trict to  vote  to  erect  a  new  school  house  at  a  cost  of  approx- 
imately $25,000,  which  action  seems  to  us  absolutely  neces- 
sary. During  the  past  year  all  the  current  bills  against  the 
District  have  been  paid  together  with  a  note  for  the  amount 
of  $1600  which  clears  the  District  of  all  indebtedness.  We 
liave  asked  the  District  to  vote  to  bond  the  District  in  order 
to  pay  for  the  erection  of  a  new  school  house,  which  method 
seems  to  us  to  place  the  least  burden  upon  the  tax  payers. 

The  amount  to  be  raised  in  addition  to  that  required  by 
law  for  the  ensuing  year  must  be  of  necessity  somewhat 
larger  than  that  last  year  and  we  shall  ask  the  District  to 
raise  the  sum  of  $9500,  also  $1750  in  addition  for  interest  on 
bonds  and  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  if  the  District  so  votes. 
The  following  is  the  amount  required  to  meet  the  statutory 
obhgations  and  this  report  shall  be  notice  to  the  selectmen  as 
required  by  law.

SUPERINTENDENTS  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Education  of  Deny  Town  School  District: 

I  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

The  school  year  was  campleted  in  June  with  the  gradua- 
tion of  forty-seven   from   the  eighth  grade.    Most  of  these, 
entered  the  Academy . 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  year  in  September,  it 
became  necessary  to  provide  another  sixth  grade  room.  For 
the  ac(  ommodation  of  the  children  living  on  the  West  Side, 
;a  sixth  grade  was  put  in  the  West  Side  school.  This  made 
it  neceassry  to  provide  a  room  for  the  so-called  sub-primary 
outside  that  building.  The  Court  Room  was  secured  for  this 
parpose,  and,  fitted  with  chairs  and  tables,  it  has  served  very 
well.  So  many,  however,  applied  for  admission  that  all 
<30uld  not  be  accommodated  in  this  room.  No  other  room 
suitable  for  the  purpose  was  available,  and  aftei  carefully 
canvassing  the  situation,  it  was  decided  to  exclude  all  who 
^would  enter  under  six  years  of  age.  The  rest  being  redis- 
tributed were  comfortably  accommodated.  It  was  felt  that 
this  could  be  done  without  endangering  in  any  way  the  educa- 
tional interests  of  the  children. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions,  all  of  the  rooms  in  the  Oak 
:St.  and  West  Side  buildings  are  full.  Several  have  more 
pupils  than  permanent  sittings.  This  is  particularly  true  of 
the  seventh  grade  room,  where  the  membership  has  been  as 
high  as  57  atone  time.  At  no  time  has  it  been  less  than  53, 
Wov  the  sixteen  rooms  in  this  village,  the  average  has  been 
tnore  than  40  to  a  room,  and  about  40  between  5  and 
^  years  old  were  excluded.  The  census  revealed 
as  many  more  between  the   ages  of  5    and    8    who  did 
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not  appiy  for  admission.  We  are  facing  tliis  situation. 
There  must  be  another  seventh  grade  next  year,  also  another 
second  grade,  and  at  least  one  or  more  first  grade  rooms. 
These  with  the  school  now  held  in  the  Court  Room  will 
require  four  more  rooms  than  are  contained  in  the  two  build- 
ings we  now  have.  It  is  apparent  that  we  must  have 
additional  room. 

A  new  building  is  urgently  needed,  and  it  will  be  wise 
when  building  to  plan  somewhat  for  the  future.  The  town  is 
growing,  and  furthermore  our  work  must  expand.  If  we  are 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  community  at  all  adequately,  we  must 
provide  training  along  practical  lines.  Cooking  and  sewing 
can  very  easily  be  made  profitable  for  the  girls  in  the  uppcj- 
grades,  and  carpentry,  cabinet-making,  or  other  good  manual 
work,  for  the  boys.  Not  only  can  practical  knowledge  and 
skill  be  acquired  by  the  use  of  these  subjects,  but  with  many 
pupils  they  serve  general  educational  ends  better  than  the 
ordinary  subjects  to  which  we  devote  so  much  time.  It  wil^ 
be  well  to  build  with  these  things  in  mind. 

We  must  also  soon  meet  the  proposition  of  a  longer  schooi 
year.  Thirty-six  weeks  give  rather  limited  time  in  which  to 
do  each  yearns  work,  and  at  the  same  time  the  remaining  six- 
teen weeks  make  altogether  too  much  time  for  children  to  be 
out  of  school,  particularly  if  they  are  allowed  to  roam  the 
streets  and  seek  amusement  wherever  they  please.  Much  of 
the  work  of  the  schools  is  defeated  by  the  influence  of  the 
street  and  the  laxity  of  home  control.  A  large  part  of  the  re 
tardation  in  our  schools  is  due  to  this  very  thing. 

Since  it  was  necessary  this  year  to  raise  the  age  limit  of 
admission  to  six,  it  may  be  an  opportune  time  to  make  that  a 
permanent  arrangement.  We  have  been  giving  nine  years 
time  to  do  an  eight  grade  course  of  elementary  work.  This 
was  necessary  because  children  were  admitted  too  young  to 
do  formal  school  work  successfully,  consequently  it  generally 
required  two  years  to  do  the  first  grade.  Wherever  the  eight- 
grade  system  is  used,  it  is  usual  to  raise  the  entering  age  to 
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six  or  approaching  that.  It  has  been  costing  approximately 
^1000  a  year  to  maintain  two  so-called  subpriraarj  rooms 
without  any  appreciable  gain  educationally  to  the  children, 
This  was  because  they  were  admitted  too  young  to  do  success- 
fully formal  school  work.  If  we  can  afford  to  continue  to  do 
this,  it  will  doubtless  be  appreciated  by  those  who  would  like 
to  have  their  children  enter  at  the  earlier  age. 

Several  changes  in  the  teaching  force  have  occurred.  Miss 
Arnold  of  the  seventh  grade,  and  Miss  Winn  of  the  West  Side 
sub-primary  were  offered  better  paying  positions,and  resigned. 
Early  in  the  Fall,  Mr,  Davis,  Principal  in  the  Oak  St.  school, 
was  elected  to  a  principalship  in  Woburn,  Mass.  These  were 
among  our  strong  teachers,  and  their  departure  was  a  distinct 
loss  to  our  teaching  force.  We  have  been  fortunate,  however, 
in  filhng  their  places. 

I  feel  that  I  should  suggest  again  the  desirability  of 
increasing  the  pay  of  the  teachers.  We  are  fortunate  in 
having  excellent  teachers  that  we  are  holding  because  of  other 
considerations  than  pay.  Many  of  our  teachers  could  readily 
get  more  pay  elsewhere.  The  present  salary  schedule  for  the 
siioit  school  year  gives  a  teacher  no  more  than  enough  to 
barely  meet  her  living  expenses.  I  would  suggest  the  advis- 
ibility  of  increasing  the  maximum  salary  one  dollar  a  week- 
I  believe  this  would  be  an  act  of  justice  to  the  teachers 
and  would  result  in  promoting  the  well  being  of  the  schools. 

Several  of  the  rural  schools  need  considerable  attention. 
New  furniture  and  equipment  is  needed  in  some  of  them.  A 
little  has  been  done  each  year  in  this  dircction,and  by  con- 
tinuing this  policy  all  the  schools  may  be  in  time  put  in  sat- 
isfactory condition.  The  most  serious  question  still  remains, 
as  it  always  has  been,  that  of  proper  sanitation.  It  is  some- 
what difficult  to  properly  heat  and  ventilate  the  rooms.  A 
little  care,  however,in  these  matters  may  easily  improve  them. 
A  jacketed  stove  with  necessary  ventilating  arrangement  has 
been  put  into  the  building  in  district  No.  4,  and  seems  to  be 
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working  very  satisfactorily.  It  may  be  too  soon  to  conclude 
that  similar  arrangements  should  be  installed  in  each  of  our 
one-room  buildings.  The  toilet  arrangements  of  the  district 
schools  are  exceedingly  unsatisfactory.  Particularly  is  this 
the  case  at  No.  6.  Here  something  should  bedoneright  away 
to  relieve  the  situation.  While  it  costs  very  much  more  to 
educate  a  child  in  one  of  the  district  schools  than  in  the 
graded  schools,  yet  these  schools  must  be  maintained,  and  we 
should  spare  no  expense  in  the  effort  to  conserve  the  health 
and  morals  of  the  children. 

In  a  former  report  I  referred  to  the  need  of  an  evening 
school  in  Derry  for  the  benefit  of  our  adult  foreign  popula- 
tion. My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  matter  again,  and 
I  am  convinced  that  much  good  may  be  done  by  providing  an 
opportunity  for  the  adult  foreigner  to  gain  some  knowledge 
of  the  English  language,  even  if  it  has  to  be  done  by  a  scheme 
that  shall  be  largely  self-supporting.  What  can  be  done  in 
this  direction  may  not  make  the  foreign- born  citizen  a  mora 
efficient  wage  earner,  but  it  may  tend  to  make  him  a  better 
citizen. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  through  the  activity  of  the 
Derry  Parent-Teacher  Association  free  dental  inspection  is 
to  be  provided.  In  this  connection,  I  would  suggest  that  in 
the  event  that  medical  inspection  be  not  adopted  at  the  next 
annual  meeting  a  system  of  testing  the  eyes  and  ears  of  all 
the  pupils  be  at  once  installed.  This  can  be  done  by  the 
regular  teachers.  If  medical  inspection  is  adopted,  this 
matter  will  be  provided  for. 

The  following  table  of  statistics  for  i  number  of  years 
may  be  convenient  for  comparison.  The  figures  given  under 
1916  are  for  the  Fall  term  of  the  present  school  year,  and 
will  be  somewhat  different  for  the  entire  year.

The  general  work  of  the  schools  has  been  in  a  large 
degree  satisfactory.  A  new  course  of  study  is  soon  to  be 
sent  out  by  the  State  Department,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this^ 
will  be  an  inspiration  to  more  efficient  endeavor,  and  so  bring 
about  even  more  successful  results.  I  wish  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  the  work  being  done  by  the  Art  Committee  of 
the  Derry  Woman's  Club  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Mac- 
Murphy.  Some  exceedingly  helpful  instruction  in  Art  has 
been  given  in  the  upper  grades. 

The  financial  accounts  are  given  in  a  form  suggested  by 
the  State  Tax  Commission.  The  temporary  loans  are  included 
and  consequently  both  the  receipts  and  payments  are  increased 
by  just  so  much.  Usually  the  temporary  loans  have  been 
omitted   as  not  properly  belonging  in  the  school  payments. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Board 
for  hearty  support,  the  parents  and  pupils  for  cooperation 
and  man^  evidences  of  good  will,  and  the  teachers  for  their 
splendid  loyalty  and  faithful  endeavor.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 
To  the  Board  of  Education  of  Derry  Special  District  No.  2 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  progress  and 
condition  of  the  schools. 

One  year  ago  Miss  Whipple,  the  principal  of  the  Gram- 
mar room,  resigned  to  take  up  other  work.  Miss  Alice  B. 
Ida  was  secured  to  succeed  Miss  Whipple,  and  has  proved  an 
excellent  teacher. 

The  year  was  completed  in  June  with  the  graduation  of 
a  small  class  from  the  Eighth  grade,  the  members  of  which 
all  entered  the  Academy.  The  school  reopened  in  Septem- 
Der  with  somewhat  larger  registration  in  both  rooms,  and  the 
number  in  the  Grammar  room  has  increased  since  because  of 
families  moving  into  the  Village.  It  has  been  necessary  to 
put  in  additional  desks  in  the  Grammar  room,  and  the  Pri- 
mary room  is  practically  full.  The  schools  are  now  larger 
than  ever  before,  and  for  this  reason  it  became  necesearj  early 
in  the  present  school  year  to  refuse  to  admit  any  tuition 
pupils. 

The  work  for  the  year  is  being  very  satisfactorily  done 
,  Excellent  progress  is  beihg  made.    A  splendid  spirit  prevails. 
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There  is  every  indication  of  a  most  successful  school  year. 

The  following  facts  were  reported  to  the  State  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending  in  June: 

Total  enrollment,  57;  average  membership,  50.56;  average 
attendance,  47.67;  per  cent  of  attendance,  94.28. 

The  corresponding  facts  for  the  Fall  term  of  the  present 
year  are:  Total  enrollment,  68,  average  membership,  67.05; 
average  attendance,  63.33;  per  cent  of  attendance,  94.45- 
Thirteen  were  reported  as  not  absent  or  tardy  for  that  term. 
For  the  year  ending  in  June  three  were  on  the  Roll  of  Honor 
namely,  Elmer  Dewing,  Reta  Gilman,  Roland  Ranney. 

In   conclusion,  I  wish   to   thank   the  School  Board  for 
fullest  cooperation  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  schools.

AUDITORS'  REPORT. 

Your  auditors  bav^e  put  in  over  a  week's  time  in  going 
over  the  accounts  of  the  Collector.  We  have  gathered  to, 
gether  quite  a  mass  of  figures  but  we  do  not  feel  that  they 
are  sufficiently  accurate  to  be  printed  in  the  annual  report. 
According  to  the  books  of  the  tax  collector  the  uncollected 
taxes  on  Feb.  15  amounted  to  $30,188.49.  In  lieu  of  a  more 
detailed  report  your  auditors  would  at  this  time  make  several 
recommendations  which  in  our  opinion  would  improve  the 
tax  situation  of  the  town. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  selectmen  give  the  col- 
lector a  list  of  the  polls  to  be  collected  in  the  month  of  April 
instead  of  waiting  until  the  property  tax  is  committed  to  him 
in  the  middle  of  the  summer- 
To  comply  with  the  statute  the  property  tax  should  be 
committed  to  the  collector  on  or  before  June  30,  and  in  mak. 
ing  the  appraisal  the  selectmen  should  take  care  to  tee  that 
all  requirements  of  the  statutes  are  complied  with. 

It  appears  that  poll  taxes  can  only  be  collected  euccessfulir 
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by  personal  solicitation  and  we  would  reconiinend  that  so  far 
as  possible  a  demand  be  made  for  the  payment  of  all  poll 
taxes  in  April.  If  not  paid  on  demand,  payment  should  be 
enforced. 

It  has  become  customary  for  the  Town  to  purchase  practi 
cally  all  taxes  sold  by  the  collector.  This  condition  should 
not  prevail.  Outsiders  should  buy  these  taxes  and  they 
would  were  all  legal  requirements  more  strictly  complied  with, 
particularly  the  requirement  that  the  taxes  be  committed  to 
the  collecXoi-  on  or  before  June  30.  After  a  sale  of  taxes  has 
been  made,  there  are  further  requirements  in  regard  to  notices 
which  should  be  complied  with.  All  mortg?igces  should  be 
notified  by  the  purchaser  within  30  days  after  the  sale.  To 
enable  the  Town  to  do  this,  the  list  should  be  handed  to  the 
selectmen  at  once  and  they  should  notify  all  mortgagees 
within  the  30  days  otherwise  the  sale  is  void  as  to  the  mort- 
gagees. 

If  it  should  be  necessary  for  the  Town  to  purchase  any 
taxes  a  more  careful  record  should  be  kept  in  order  that  the 
auditors  can  tell  whether  the  same  have  ever  been  paid,  to 
whom  they  were  paid  and  the  amount  collected.  The  select- 
men alone  should  be  responsible  for  these  taxes.  If  they  are 
not  paid  within  two  years  the  selectmen  should  demand  a 
deed  from  the  coMector. 

Several  large  taxpayers  have  formed  the  habit  of  letting 
their  taxes  run  for  several  years  and  then  compromising  with 
the  Town  by  payinaj  merely  the  face  of  the  tax.  All  property 
taxes  are  collectible  together  with  interest  and  costs.  The 
proper  way  to  handle  such  cases  would  be  to  sell  the  tax  and 
the  purchaser  should  demand  a  deed  at  the  expiration  of  two 
years.  Or  the  selectmen  may  authorize  suit  brought  on  any 
tax- 
Abatements  should  be  made  by  the  selectmen  only  after 
careful  consideration  of  each  case,  and  when  it  has  been  deci- 
ded to  abate  any  taxes,  an  abatement  list  should  be  handed  to 
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the  collector  rather  than  to  give  him  an  order  on  the  treasurer 
for  the  amount  abated. 

The  seipctmen  should  call  for  the  collector's  books 
monthly  and  together  with  the  treaserer  should  check  up  the 
same. 

The  collector  in  remitting  to  the  treasurer  should  indi- 
cate what  years  taxes  are  included  in  the  remittance  and  the 
amouut  of  each  and  at  the  end  of  each  month  he  should  hand 
to  the  treasurer  and  selectmen  an  itemized  list  of  all  collec- 
tions for  the  month. 

The  selectmen  should  not  draw  an  order  on  the  treasurer 
for  taxes  sold  to  the  town  and  for  taxes  abated,  to  do  this 
makes  the  cash  collections  appear  larger  than  they  really  are. 

Finally  we  recommend  that  the  town  auditors  make  a 
careful  audit  of  the  books  of  the  collector  after  the  March 
meeting  when  there  is  more  time  to  make  a  careful  examination. 
All  worthlesss  and  uncollectible  taxes  should  be  abated,  and 
the  balance  should  be  collectedj  and  in  this  balance  we  would 
include  the  large  amount  sold  to  the  Town.  In  fact  we 
would  recommend  the  greatest  tax  clean  up  the  Town  has 
ever  known.

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FIREWARDS'  REPORT. 


DERKY  FIRE  DISTRICT. 

From  April  1,  1916  to  February  15,  1917. 

Your  board  of  firewards  submit  herewith  to  the  voters  of 
the  Derry  fire  district  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending 
February  15,  1917: 

In  accordance  with  votes  passed  atthe  last  annual  election 
your  board  of  firewards  have  transacted  the  business  of  the 
district  as  in  their  judgement  seemed  to  be  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  conaiuujity. 

In  the  first  place  we  purchased  a  high  power  car  and 
made  the  same  over  into  a  tractor  for  the  hook  &  ladder 
truck,  and  we  think  we  are  safe  in  saying  there  is  none  better 
in  existence  for  the  money  expended.  The  roof  of  the  tower 
has  been  repaired  as  per  ^''our  vote.  Your  board  have  tried  in 
every  way  to  make  the  fire-fighting  force  and  equipment  the 
standard  of  efficiency  and  strength. 

We  hereby  beg  leave  to  thank  the  business  men  of  the 
town  for  the  encouragement  we  have  received  from  them. 

We  have  had  during  the  past  year  73  calls  as  follows:  17 
bell  alarms,  of  this  number  seven  were  for  chimney  fires;  41 
still  alarms  for  chimney  fires,  of  this  number  15  were  handled 
with  bmall  garden  hose  alone,  the  rest  required  chemicals  alsoJ 
eight  still  alarms  for  small  blazes  in  woodboxes,  partitions, 
and  oil  stoves,  all  handled  by  the  use  of  the  chemical  on  the 
big  truck;  three  still  alarms  for  brush,  where  chemicals  and 
garden  hose  were  all  that  was  necessary;  four  calls  out  ot  the 
district  as  follows;  John  Condon,  Londonderry;  Tewksbury 
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Crossing;  the  Clark  place  of  the  H.  P.  Hood  &  Sons,  and  the 
H.  P.  Hood  &  Sons'  haystack  fire. 

Tlietwo  principal  fires  of  the  district  were  the  Taintor 
stable,  with  an  estimated  value  on  property  of  $84,000,  insur- 
ance on  same  $.9,500,  and  the  Lafayette  block,  $6,000, 
damaged  $1,894;  total  property  involved  by  fire,  $40,000, 
total  damage  $1,880.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


Most  of  the  cesspools  have  been  cared  for  when  needed 
as  Mr.  Wells  has  a  standing  order  to  look  out  for  them  and 
tries  to  do  so,  and  there  has  been  very  few  complaints  as 
most  owners  are  anxious  and  willing  to  keep  their  property  in 
sanitary  condition. 

There  were  40  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  14  of  measles  and 
three  of  diphtheria  and  quite  a  number  of  whooping  cough, 
this  last  was  not  reported  to  any  extent  so  the  exact  number 
is  not  known.  All  must  remember  whooping  cough  must  be 
reported  as  well  as  any  other  disease  and  the  same  penalty  is 
applicable  for  not  doing  so. 

A  new  ruling  by  the  State  Board  is  that  hereafter  any 
assistance  to  a  quarantined  family  must  come  through  the 
family  applying  direct  to  the  Selectmen,  not  through  the 
.Health  Officer. 

The  largest  part  of  expense  of  the  office  of  Board  of 
Health  has  been  in  the  assistance  rendered  to  quarantined 
families. 

From  now  on  under  proper  precautions  the  bread  winner 
of  the  family  is  to  be  allowed  to  continue  in  his  daily  occupa- 
tion and  still  live  at  home,  thereby  being  put  to  no  extra 
expense,  will  not  be  entitled  to  assistance  on  account  of 
quarantine.  These  are  the  latest  instructions  from  the  State^ 
Board.

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Superintend- 
ent for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1916. 


As  soon  as  Spring  opened,  work  was  started  on  an  exten 
Hion  on  Finkerton  St.,  IIGO  ft.  of  six  inch  cast  iron  pipe  was 
laid  and  a  hydrant  placed  near  the  Bradford  farm. 

The  two  dead  ends,  one  on  Paik  avenue  and  the  other 
on  Oak  St.,  have  been  connected  along  Grove  St.  with  360  ft. 
of  four  inch  cast  iron  pipe. 

On  Wyman  St.  950  ft.  of  one  and  a  half  incli  pipe  has 
been  relaid  with  six  inch  pipe  and  a  hydrant  placed  at  the 
corner  of  Wyman  St.  and  Hillside  Ave. 

The  old  hydrant  at  the  corner  of  East  Broadway  and 
Mt.  Washington  St.,  ha.s  been  replaced  with  a  new  ('Orey 
steamer  hydrant. 

Twenty-five  new  service  pipes  have  been  laid  and  seven 
old  ones  relaid  with  cement  lined  pipe. 

No  repaiis  of  any  importance  have  been  made  at  the 
pumping  station  this  year. 

Besides  furnishing  men  and  supplies  for  the  steam  roller 
and  sprayer  as  has  been  our  custom,  we  have  done  consider- 
able work  on  the  sewer. 

We  have  paid  all  running  expenses:  $*2,897.0r)  for  exten- 
sions;. ^4,600.00  interest  on  bonds;  and  have  a  balance  of

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
DERRY  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

The  record  of  tlie  work  of  the  library  for  the  past  year  is 
quite  fully  given  in  the  report  of  the  librarian  which  is  here- 
with presented.  A  circulation  of  nearly  40,00  with  less  than 
OjOOG  books  and  at  so  small  expense  of  administration  hi  we 
believe,  without  a  parallel  in  the  state. 

Our  circulation,  with  that  of  the  Tayloi-  library,  shows 
that  the  inhabitants  of  Derry  are  a  reading  people  to  an 
extent  probabl}^  not  exceeded  by  those  of  any  oiher  P>wn  or 
city. 

Especial  attention  is  called  to  the  "school  w^oik"  of  the 
library.  Almost  daily  the  librarian  is  consulted  by  pupils 
not  only  of  the  elementary  schools  but  also  of  the  Academy 
for  assistance  in  securing  informa'.;ion  to  be  found  in  books  of 
reference,  magazine  articles,  etc.,  that  will  be  helpful  in  the 
preparation  of  papers  on  various  subjects  assigned  by  the 
teachers. 

Realizing  thar  scholars  in  outlying  districts  not  having 
gO  convenient  access  to  the  library  as  those  in  this  village  and 
believing  that  so  far  as  possible  all  should  share  in  its  privi- 
leges the  librarian,  as  seen  by  ber  report,  has  arranged  to 
furnish  several  of  the  schools  with  a  carefully  selected  assort- 
ment of  books  each  term,  their  distribution  to  be  in  charge  of 
the  teachers,  that  this  is  appreciated  is  evident  from  the  large 
number  of  books  read  by  the  scholars.  Transportation  has 
been  kindly  furnished  by  Superintendent  Cutts,  who  with 
members  of  the  school  board  and  the  teachers  have  expressed 
themselves  as  in  favor  of  the  plan. 
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The  ceachers  are  also  given  special  cards  entitling  them 
to  the  use  of  such  books  as  may  be  helpful  in  their  work  to  b^ 
kept  longer  than  the  usual  time.  Thus  the  library  may  be 
said  to  be  practically  a  part  of  our  public  school  system  and 
is  rendering  an  important  service  in  the  educational  work  of 
the  town.  An  invitation  is  extended  to  all  our  towns  people 
to  visit  the  library  and  learn  more  in  detail  the  various  fea- 
tures connected  with  its  work.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN. 

To  the  1  rustees  of  the  Derry  Public  Library: 

I  present  the  twelfth  annual   report  for  the  year  ending 
■Jan.  31,  1917. 

The  library  and  reading  room  have  been  open  every  af- 
ternoon and  evening  with  the  exception  of  Sundays  and  holi- 
days, the  same  hours  as  last  year. 

CTIRCULATION. 

Our  circulation  has  been  larger  than  any  previous  year, 
being  39,514  an  increase  of  4,924  over  last  year.  I  believe 
there  is  not  another  library  in  the  state  which  can  report  so 
la^'ge  a  circulation  with  so  few  books  or  as  small  a  working- 
force.  ,  ^  ,  . 

:,  ;;...,.^M;i  i;!  ACCESSIONS. 

'■  We'have  not  been  able  to  add  so  many  new  books  as  of 
late  ye^irs.  The  price  of  books  as  well  as  most  commodities 
hfis  l*isen  and  more  money  will  be  required  to  purchase  even 
as  many  as  we  have  formerly.    Those  purchased  however  we 
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have  eacieavored  to  have  ut  the  be^t.  On  our  non-tictioii 
shelves  can  be  found  material  on  most  subjects  in  which  our 
towns  people  are  interested  and  our  fiction  hsts  contain  the 
beet  of  the  new  books.  We  endeavor  to  supply  books  for  all 
classes  and  suggestions  from  patrons  are  always  welcome. 
'Keading  lists  of  various  subjects  have  been  placed  in  the 
library  and  the  weekly  papers  Our  bulletin  boards  have 
been  kept  filled  with  the  pictUiC  covers  of  the  new  books  and 
the  semi  annual  lists  have  been  printed  as  usual  for  free  dis- 
tributi^^fu. 

CARE   OF  KOOKS. 

Mrs.  Howe  the  assistant  has  had  neai'ly  the  whole  care  of 
repairing  books  and  has  done  excellent  work.  There  have 
been  3,814  repaired  an  increase  ©f  1028  over  last  year.  Only 
two  volumes  have  been  sent  away  for  rebmding.  The  backs 
and  titles  of  our  books  are  kept  legible  by  cleaning,  releiter- 
iQg  and  varnishing  that  our  shelves  may  present  a  neat  and 
attractive  appearance.  i'; 

SCHOOL  WORK. 

Work  with  the  outlying  schools  was  begun  last  spring  by 
sending  boxes  containing  2f)  to  BO  books  into  three  of  the 
largest  district  schools.  These  were  kept  during  one  term 
anotber  selection  being  sent  upon  their  return.  There  have 
been  148  books  sent  out  in  this  way.  These  have  been  loaned 
by  the  teachers  645  times.  Thus  the  scholars  of  the  district 
schools  are  receiving  the  benefits  of  the  library  and  the  many 
times  the  books  are  read  is  an  evidence  of  their  appreciation 
and  sufficient  warrant  for  the  continuance  of  this  work. 

PICTURE  COLLECTION. 

The  pictures  which  have  been  saved  for  several  years 
from  various  sources  have  been  partially  classified  and  the 
.best  of  them  mounted.    We  have  now  160  mounted  pictures 
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ready  for  circulation  and  a  few  requests  for  pictures  has  been 
supplied.  As  our  collection  is  enlarged  its  usefulness  will  in- 
crease and  I  expect  the  coming  year  the  pictuies  will  be 
loaned  more  extensive!}'.  The  schoolteachers  especially  will 
find  them  useful  in  their  work.  Gifts  of  old  illustrated  maga- 
zines and  any  pictures  of  educational  value  for  this  collection 
would  be  appreciated.  A  bird  chart  was  purchased  in  the 
spring  which  received  considerable  attention,  being  especially 
popular  with  the  children.  This  can  be  had  the  coming  year 
by  teachers  for  the  class  room. 

GIFTS. 

Sevei'al  gifts  of  books  and  magazine  subscriptions  have 
been  received  beside  those  noted  elsewhere.  Hev.  W.  P- 
Fisher  has  presented  the  library  with  several  years  of  Na- 
tional Geographic  Magazines  which  will  soon  be  bound  amd 
ready  for  circulation.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOJ^  BOARD. 


The  School  Board  herewith  submits  its  report  for  the 
year  ending  February  15,  1917,  together  with  a  detailed 
financial  statement. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  District,  immediately 
following  the  last  annual  meeting  we  employed  Mr.  George 
G.  Adams  of  Lawrence  to  furnish  plans  for  an  eight  room 
school  building.  We  had  difficulty  in  selecting  a  suitable  lot- 
A  school  building  must  be  located  where  it  will  be  of  most  ad- 
vantage to  the  community.  Owing  to  the  discontinuance  of 
the  sch®ol  in  District  No.  9,  those  pupils  who  naturally  would 
have  attended  that  school  were  obliged  to  walk  quite  a  dis- 
tance to  the  Oak  St.  school.  There  has  long  been  an  urgent 
need  for  betrer  school  accommodations  for  the  children  living^ 
on  Fordway,  Brook  St.  and  Highland  Avenue  and  adjoining 
sections.  Our  new  building  will  admirably  meet  this  need 
For  the  present,  probably,  only  the  primary  grades  will  be 
accommodated  in  the  new  school  but  gradually  as  the  need 
arises  higher  grades  will  be  opened  up. 

The  contract  for  building  the  new  school  building  was 
let  to  C.  A.  Martin  of  Londonderry  for  the  sum  of  $17325,  he 
being  the  lowest  bidder.  The  heating  and  ventilating  con- 
tract was  awarded  to  L.  M.  Packer  of  this  Town  for  <j53,398^ 
the  plumbing  contract  was  given  to  E.  R.  Belanger  for 
$1075,  and  the  contract  for  the  desks  and  chairs  was  awarded 
to  the  Steele  Furniture  Company  for  $1115,  which  sum  in- 
cludes the  installation  of  same. 

In  selecting  a  name  for  the  school  it  seemed  fitting  to 
your  board  to  do  honor  to  Derry's  only  Governor  of  New 
Hampshire,  Charles  M.  Floyd.  Mr.  Floyd  highly  appreci- 
ated the  honor  conferred  on  him  and  has  expressed  his  appre- 
ciation by  presenting  the  district  with  all  the  interior  furnish-

ing  for  the  building  at  an  expense  of  |400.  This  unex*" 
pected  gift  has  been  highly  gratifying  to  your  board. 

We  were  fortunate  in  placing  the  bonds  of  the  school 
district  at  101.50  and  secured  quite  a  substantial  bonus  there- 
by. These  bonds  bear  inrerest  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent  and 
the  first  bond  of  $1000,  matures  August  1,  1917,  and  one 
bond  each  year  thereafter,  alternating  $1000  and  $1500. 

Ttie  financial  condition  of  the  district  is  excellent.  There 
is  no  debt  other  than  this  issue  of  bonds.  Our  report  shows 
a  cash  balance  of  $2*281,76  on  hand.  Of  this  amount,  the 
sum  of  $1250  is  the  balance  of  the  appropriation  of  ^1750 
for  interest  and  sinking  fund  for  bonds.  This  amount  will  be 
applied  in  payment  of  the  bond  due  August  1,  and  the  bal- 
ance on  interest  charges. 

The  balance  left  on  hand  from  the  bond  issue  will  nearly, 
if  not  wholly,  complete  the  erection  and  furnishing  of  the  new 
building. 

During  the  past  year  quite  extensive  repairs  have  been 
made  at  District  No.  6.  The  sanitary  conditions  in  this 
school  are  thereby  much  improved.  Similar  changes  should 
be  made  in  at  least  one  district  school  each  year.  The  sanitary 
conditions  in  District  No.  3  are  bad  and  should  be  corrected 
this  summer. 

The  following  is  an  estimate  of  the  amount  required  to 
nr-eet  the  statutory  obligations,  and  this  report  is  a  notice  to 
the  selectmen  as  required  by  law:

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Derry  Town  School  District: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annnal  report  on  the  condition  and 
progress  of  the  schools. 

The  schools  continued  from  the  time  of  the  last  report 
until  the  dose  (f  the  schools  in  June  with  but  little  in- 
terruption. Fifty-three  were  graduated  in  June.  Thirty- 
seven  of  these  were  from  the  Oak  St.  school,  and  the 
remaining  16  were  from  the  various  rarar  schools. 

The  schools  re-opened  September  8  with  several  changes 
in  the  teaching  force.  George  W.  Itobie,  who  had  been  the 
successful  Principal  of  liie  West  Side  school  for  a  number. of 
years,  declined  a  re-election,  and  Miss  E.  Bertha  Clarke  was 
made  Principal  of  the  school.  Miss  Adelle  Rand,  a  graduate 
of  Keene  Normal  school,  was  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy  in 
the  6th  grade  in  the  Oak  St.  school  caused  ^by  the  promotion 
of  Miss  Clarke.  Miss  Ranney,  who  had  substituted  the  latter 
part  of  last  year,  was  retained  as  a  regular  teacher  of  the 
new  2nd  grade.  Miss  Tebbetts,  who  had  substituted  ,  in  the 
7th  grade  the  term  ending  in  June,  was  retained  as  it  was 
necessary  to  have  two  7th  grades.  Miss  Mc^rail  was 
transferred  from  District  No.  4  to  a  1st  grade  in  the  Court 
room.  Miss  Annie  G.  Murray,  a  graduate  of  Lowell  Normal 
school,  was  selected  for  the  school  in  District  No.  4,  and  Miss 
Mary  V.  Reardon,  a  graduate  ot  Salem  Normal  school, 
succeeded  Miss  PiesseyatNo.  7,  the  latter  having  left  to 
enter  Keene  Normal  school.  As  was  indicated  in  the  report 
last  year  several  new  classes  were  needed,  and  teachers  were 
thus  provided  for  them. 

It  was  expected  that  the  new  building  would  be  ready 
for  use  early  in  the  year,  so  temporary  arrangements  were 
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made  to  accommodate  the  extra  classes  as  follows:  The 
Court  room  was  again  used  for  a  1st  grade.  The  first-grade 
rooms  in  both  the  Oak  St.  and  West  Side  schools  and  the 
2nd  grade  room  at  the  Oak  St.  building  were  given  double 
use;  that  is,  each  of  these  rooms  was  occupied  by  one  class 
from  9  to  12  in  the  forenoon,  and  by  another  class  from  1  to 
4  in  the  afternoon.  The  six  classes  occupying  these  rooms  in 
this  way  have  had  shorter  days  than  usual,  but  the  work  has 
been  so  arranged  and  administered  that  they  have  progressed 
.quite  as  rapidly  as  in  former  years,  and  it  may  be  best  to 
continue  the  arrangement  through  the  rest  of  the  year. 

The  new  building,  after  much  delay,  is  nearing  comple" 
tion.  This  building  will  afford  ample  room  for  the  probable 
increase  for  a  number  of  years.  It  will  also  afford  opportu- 
nity for  developing  new  lines  of  work,  such  as  mmual  train- 
ing, or  Mechanic  and  Domestic  Arts.  These  subjects  must 
be  introduced  into  our  schools  it  the  schools  are  to  serve  ade- 
quately the  needs  of  the  community.  I  will  quote  from  my 
report  last  year:  "Not  only  ean  practical  knowledge  and 
skill  be  acquired  by  the  use  of  these  subjects,  but  with  many 
pupils  they  serve  general  educational  ends  better  than  the 
ordinary  subjects  to  which  we  devote  so  much  time.'"  More- 
over, they  are  required  by  our  new  State  Program  of  Studies. 

Another  very  important  need  can  be  met  at  least  as  far 
as  room  is  concerned.  That  need  is  a  special  room  for  those 
who  for  any  reason  may  need  special  help.  These  may  be 
those  who  are  behind  their  grade  or  those  who  are  exception- 
ally good  scholars  and  who  by  a  little  assistance  can  be  ad- 
vanced. A  study  of  the  retardation  in  our  schools  in  Septem- 
ber revealed  the  fact  that  scattered  through  the  19  classes  in 
the  Oak  St.  and  West  Side  schools  were  69  children  who 
were  three  years  or  more  behind  grade.  This  is  a  deplorable 
condition,  and  cannot  be  remedied  by  any  one  device.  Spec- 
ial rooms  and  manual  work  will  do  much,  however  to  improve 
this  condition. 


I  feel  that  m  justice  to  the  teachers  I  should  again  rec- 
ommend an  increase  of  salaries.  On  account  of  the  great  in- 
crease in  the  cost  of  living  tLeir  salaries  are  not  su:^cient  to 
pay  the  necessary  living  expenses  for  the  year.  They  must 
have  additioual  earnings  or  income  in  order  to  live  reasona- 
bly. I  feel,  too,  that  something  should  be  done  to  aid  onr 
teachers  professionally.  Many  of  them  have  been  out  of  the 
Normal  School  or  training  school  some  tme.  Few  can  afford 
at  their  present  salaries  to  go  to  summer  school.  Two  ways 
of  giving  this  aid  may  be  suggested:  1st,  b}^  giving  a  bonus, 
sayof  $25,  to  each  teacher  who  spends  a  specified  time  at  an 
approved  summer  school,  or  'ind,  by  requiring  all  the  teach- 
ers to  report  one  week  before  the  schools  begin  in  September 
for  a  week  of  instruction  in  methods,  pedagouy,  etc.,  the 
teachers  to  be  given  full  pay  during  that  week.  I  believe 
the  latter  method  is  perfectly  feasible,  and  could  be  made  to 
yield  large  results  for  the  expenditure  involved. 

The  new  Program  of  Studies  issued  last  year  by  the 
State  Department  is  in  line  with  the  best  and  most  progress- 
ive ideas  on  the  subject.  It  is  in  some  ways  quite  a  radical 
change  from  the  cource  previously  used,  in  that  it  provides 
for  the  elementary  work  to  be  done  in  the  first  six  years,  the 
7th,  and  8th,  years  being  given  to  Junior  Kigh  school  work. 
This  is  the  ideal  arrangement,  but  on  account  of  the  fact  that 
we  have  so  many  widely  scattered  schools  where  it  would  be 
impossible  to  do  the  wcrk  of  the  Junior  High  school,  and  also 
on  account  of  our  peculiar  relation  to  the  Academy  for  secon- 
dary work,  it  seems  to  be  impossible  for  us  to  undertake  at 
present  the  Junior  High  school  work.  This  condition  was 
anticipated  by  the  Department  and  an  optional  course  was 
offered  for  the  7th  and  8th  grades.  Under  the  conditions 
peculiar  to  our  situation,  it  is  probably  best  that  we  continue 
ror  the  present  the  eight-grade  elementary  course  as  outlined 
by  the  new  Program. 

At  the  urgent  request  of  Principal  Poor  of  the  Aoademy, 
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I  have  endeavored  recently  to  visit  the  classes  of  the  Acade- 
my with  some  degree  of  regularity.  The  Academy  is  essen- 
tially a  part  of  oar  school  system,  and  while  there  has  always 
been  close  and  sympathetic  co-operation  between  the  Acad- 
emy authorities  and  the  school  authorities.,  it  may  be  well  to 
consider  the  advisibility  of  establishing  some  official  relation 
between  the  superintendent  and  the  school. 

I  would  urge  again  the  advisibility  of  an  evening  school  for 
the  benefit  of  our  adult  foreign  born  population.  These  peo- 
ple are  exceedingly  anxious  to  acquire  mastery  of  the  English 
language,  and  it  is  very  d<^sirable  that  they  should.  This 
would  make  for  better  citizenship  and  more  sympathetic  at- 
titude towards  our  American  institutions  generally. 

Through  the  activity  of  the  Parent-Teacher  Association, 
nurse  inspection  was  attempted  for  a  short  time. .  Lack  of 
funds  prevented  a  sufficiently  long  trial  to  fully  demonstrate  its 
usefulness.  I  am  convinced,  however,  that  nurse  inspection  is 
very  much  needed,  and  would  accomplish  a  very  great  amount 
of  good  in  the  school  and  in  the  community.  For  Derry 
this  may  be  better  and  more  economical  than  medical  in- 
spection as  provided  by  the  Medical  Inspection  act. 

In  an  effort  to  teach  our  children  thrift,  a  school  savings 
bank  has  been  started.  This  will  involve  some  little  work 
for  the  teachers,  but  if  we  can  teach  the  boys  and  girls  to 
save  their  pennies  rather  than  spend  them  for  useless  and 
even  harmful  things  and  amus^^ments,  much  good  will  be 
accomplished.  It  is  not  so  much  what  one  earns,  but  rather 
how  he  spends  his  earnings  that  determines  his  future  financial 
condition. 

Much  needed  improvements  at  District  No.  6  have  been 
made.  The  shed  has  been  completely  changed  and  proper 
toilet  arrangements  have  been  provided.  Similar  improve- 
ments should  be  made  at  other  schools,  particularly  at  No.  3^

It 
will  take  some  little  time  to  adjust  ourselves  to  the  new 
course  of  study.  It  is  already  proving  helpful,  however. 
Kzcellent  spirit  prf-vails,  and  the  co-operation  of  the  home  is 
good.  We  may  properly  expect  the  very  best  results  from 
tbe  year's  work. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Board 
for  their  generous  co-operation,  and  the  teachers,  pupils  and 
parents  for  their  helpfulness  in  matters  pertaining  to  the 
well-being  of  the  schools.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


T(j  the  Board  of  Education  of  Derry  Special  District  No.  2: 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending 
February  15,  1917. 

Early  in  the  Spring  term,  Miss  Ide,  who  had  given 
excellent  service  for  a  year  as  prinuipal  and  teacher  of  the 
G-rammar  room,  was  obliged  to  reliuquish  the  position  because 
ef  sickness.  Mrs.  Swett  finished  the  yeai  very  satisfactorily- 
A  class  of  seven  was  graduated  in  June. 

The  schools  opened  Sept.  8  with  Mrs.  Mabel  F.  Brown  as 
principal.  At  the  end  of  the  Fall  term,  Mrs.  Brown  resigned 
and  Mrs.  Juiia  M.  Muzzey,  a  teacher  of  much  experience,  is 
now  acting  principal.  It  may  be  possible  to  retain  her  at  least 
through  the  year.  These  frequent  changes  of  teachers  is  un- 
fortunate. They  tend  to  interrupt  the  continuity  of  the  work 
and  make  difficult  the  maintenance  of  high  standards.  We 
have  been  fortunate,  however,  in  having  good  experienced 
teachers  all  the  time.  Hence  the  losses  caused  by  the  fre- 
quent changes  have  been  minimized.  We  have  been  fortu- 
nate also  in  retaining  the  same  excellent  teacher  in  the  pri- 
mary room  for  a  succession  of  years. 

The  school  is  generally  fortunate  in  its  composition  and 
environments.  It  may  be  desirable  to  have  less  grades  in  a 
room,  but  with  the  number  of  pupils  that  we  have,  the  pres- 
ent arrangement  of  four  grades  in  a  room  is  good,  better  in 
some  ways  than  large  single  grade  rooms.  The  Academy 
has  given  the  community  a  school  atmosphere,  which  has  a 
helpful  influence  even  on  the  children  in  the  lower  grades. 
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The  expenditure  forbookB  and  supplies  for  the  year  has 
been  exceedingly  small.  Some  new  books  will  be  needed 
during  the  next  year. 

The  work  for  the  year  has  been  quite  satisfactory.  Good 
progress  is  being  made,  and  the  present  indications  are  that 
school  year  will  be  completed  with  excellent  results  to  the 
credit  of  the  schools. 

The  following  facts  were  reported  to  the  State  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending  in  June: 

Total  enrollment,  80;  average  membership,  67.79;  aver- 
age attendance,  62.51;  per  cent  of  attendance,  92.21.  The 
per  cent  of  attendance  was  2  per  cent  less  than  the  year  be 
fore,  and  much  lower  than  it  should  be. 

The  censns  of  the  school  children  in  September  shows 
81  between  the  ages  of  5  and  16.  Of  these  3  between  5  and 
8  were  not  in  school  and  two  between  14  and  16  were  not  in 
school;    15  were  in  the  Academy  and  61  in  the  public  school.

Your  board  of  firewards  submit  herewith  to  the 
voters  of  the  Derry  fire  district  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  Feb .  1,  1918 : 

During  the  past  year  the  department  has  answered 
'to  52  calls.  Most  of  these  were  telephoned  however 
and  handled  principally  with  hook  and  ladder  truck. 
There  were  12  beir alarms,  4  of  these  proved  to  be 
pretty  hard  fires.  The  total  valuation  of  property  in- 
volved being  about  $220,000,  and  the  loss  about 
$112,000. 

We  have  installed  the  switchboard  voted  at  the  last 
meeting  and  the  alarm  system  is  working  excellent. 
The  engine  house  has  had  a  new  gravel  roof  and  two 
coats  of  paint  beside  minor  improvements,  and  consid- 
ering the  high  cost  of  everything  we  believe  we  have 
done  fairly  well. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  business  men  and  cit- 
izens generally  for  their  hearty  support  and  confi- 
dence. We  also  thank  the  members  of  the  department 
who  have  stood  the  test  and  answered  the  calls  so 
efliciently.

There  has  been  but  little  complaint  of  cesspools  iht  past 
year  as  most  of  the  owners  have  looked  after  them  whett 
needed.  The  Town  has  finally  secured  a  good  place  for  a 
town  dump  and  if  properly  used  will  be  suitable  for  a  long 
time,  as  it  can  be  burned  over  when  necessary. 

All  persons  are  strictly  forbidden  to  dump  Fubbisli  at 
any  other  place. 

There  have  been  65  cases  of  measles,  six  of  scarlet  fever 
and  12  of  diphtheria  during  the  year. 

Only  three  cases  of  tuberculosis  have  been  reported 
which  is  considered  a  very  small  number  for  a  Towd  of  this 
size.

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Superinten- 
deml  for  the  year  ending  December  81,  1917. 
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Wfth  the  exception  of  eleven  new  services,  no  new  work 
has  been  done  this  year.  Repairs  that  were  necessary  have 
been  attended  to;  a  new  Corey  hydrant  replaces  the  old  one 
at  the  corner  of  Pearl  and  Franklin  St ,  four  hundred  feet  of 
two  inch  pipe  r^^places  the  one  and  one  fourth  inch  pipe  on 
McAllister  Ct.,  the  four  services  on  the  Court  were  also  re- 
laid,, 

No  repairs  of  auy  importance  have  been  made  at  either 
the  stand  pipe  or  pumping  station. 

Two  pieces  of  land  adjoining  the  well  fields  have  been 
bought  for  protection.  This  will  prevent  further  building 
near  the  water  supply. 

At  the  office  we  have  two  new  machines  which  are  prov- 
ing a  great  convenience,  a  Sundstrand  adding  machine  and 
a  Direx-All  addressing  machine. 

We  have  done  the  customary  work  on  the  steam  roller, 
tree  sprayer  and  the  sewer  and  also  operated  the  stone 
crusher. 

The  first  instalment,  $1:^,000,  of  the  N.  W.  Harris  Co.'s 
$90,000  bonds  came  due  July  1,  1917  and  was  paid  by  the 
maturing  of  $6,000  worth  of  bonds  held  by  the  Town  for  that 
purpose  with  accrued  interest  and  $6,000  worth  of  our  own 
bonds  bought  with  earnings  from  the  plant.  This  reduces 
the  Harris  bond  to  $77,000. 

We  have  paid  ail  running  expenses;  $1350.99  for  ex- 
tensions; $4462.50  interest  on  bonds;  and  have  a  balance  of 
$6749.68,  most  of  which  is  drawing  interest.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT . 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  Derry  Public  Library: 

The  thirteenth  annual  report  is  here  presented,  for 
the  year  ending  January  31,  1918. 

The  library  and  reading  room  have  been  open 
every  day  except  Sundays  and  holidays  from  2.30  to 
5  o'clock  and  from  6  to  9  o'clock.  On  Saturdays  con- 
tinuously from  2.30  to  9  o'clock.  Your  hbrarian  has 
also  been  on  duty  from  1  o'clock  to  the  hour  of  opening 
each  day. 


«0 

Circulation. 
The  past  year  has  been  one  of  unrest  through- 
out our  country  and  as  the  people  of  Derry  have  had 
their  share  in  all  the  activities  relative  to  the  war  there 
has  been  less  reading  by  many.  It  is  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  the  library  that  there  has  been  a  decrease 
in  circulation.  This  decrease  is  not  large,  however, 
only  about  one—third  of  the  gain  we  made  last  year. 
Worthy  of  note  is  the  fact  that  the  decrease  is  wholly 
in  the  fiction  class  and  a  gain  has  been  made  in  the 
number  of  non-fiction  books  loaned. 

War  Activities . 

The  library  has  had  its  share  in  new  activities  oc- 
casioned by  the  war.  Through  its  medium  literature 
pertaining  to  ''War  Gardens,"  was  circulated,  many 
government  bulletins  concerning  food  conservation 
have  also  been  distributed.  Books  pertaining  to  the 
war  have  been  given  a  prominent  place  and  have  been 
much  used  by  your  patrons.  Posters  of  Red  Cross^ 
work  and  Liberty  Loans  have  been  conspicuously  dis- 
played and  others,  which  have  given  information  as 
to  how  we  may  ''help  win  the  war." 

When  the  drive  for  the  War  Library  Fund  was  in 
progress,  this  Hbrary  took  an  active  part  and  the  $257 
which  was  raised  in  Derry  was  forwarded  by  your  li- 
brarian to  the  State  authorities.  The  hearty  co-oper- 
ation of  the  citizens.  I  believe,  was  in  part  a  recognition 
ation  o  fthe  citizens,  I  believe,  was  in  part  a  recognition 
of  the  value  of  the  hbrary  privileges  which  they  and 
their  children  enjoy. 

Accessions. 

Our  accessions  are  not  as  large  as  in  former  years, 
the  price  of  books  has  largely  increased  and  as  no  more 
money  has  been  raised  for  this  purpose  the  number  of 
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books  added  must  of  necessity  fall  short  of  former 
years.  Our  patrons  are  constantly  demanding  new 
books  and  in  many  cases  more  than  one  copy  of  a  pop- 
ular book  should  be  proYided  to  supply  the  demand,  but 
as  this  would  curtail  the  purchase  of  other  books  it  is 
done  only  occasionally  and  sometimes  one  has  to  wait 
a  long  time  before  getting  a  desired  book.  We  try 
however,  to  serve  as  best  we  can  and  if  the  desired 
book  is  not  obtainable  another  of  equal  merit  usually 
can  be  had. 

Care  of  Books. 

Each  time  a  book  is  returned  to  the  hbrary  it  is 
examined  to  see  if  in  need  of  repair,  and  this  is  m.ade 
before  the  book  is  allowed  to  go  out  again.  But  evfeii 
with  this  close  attention  many  o  four  books  are  wear- 
ing out  and  having  to  be  discarded.  Only  a  few  of 
these  are  replaced  as  it  seems  best  to  put  our  available 
money  into  new  books.  With  our  circulation  of  near- 
ly 38,000  the  comparatively  small  number  discarded 
readily  shows  the  care  taken. 

School  Loans. 

Books  have  been  sent  each  term  to  some  of  the 
larger  rural  schools.  These  are  much  appreciated  by 
the  children  who  cannot  easily  reach  our  library  and 
are  in  some  cases  used  by  the  families  living  near. 

The  teachers  are  granted  extra  cards  for  school 
use  and  many  make  regular  use  of  this  privilege . 

The  mounted  pictures  are  slowly  coming  into  use 
but  at  present  so  many  subjects  are  inadequately  rep- 
resented that  often  the  needs  of  the  teachers  cannot 
be  supphed.  I  think  it  would  be  well,  the  coming  year, 
to  purchase  a  few  pictures  on  those  subjects  most  de» 
sired. 
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Library  Meetings. 


.  .A  neighborhood  meeting  was  held  by  this  hbrary 
in  September,  and  invitations  were  sent  to  all  hbraries 
in  this  vicinity.  Fifteen  guests  were  present  represent 
ing  nine  libraries.      Subjects  pertaining  to  the  work 
were  discussed  and  an  enjoyable  afternoon  spent. 

Your  hbrarian  was  invited  to  give  a  demonstration 
in  mending  before  the  Milford  district,  which  she  did 
last  June. 

The  hbrary  was  also  represented  at  the  Nevr 
Hamp  shire  state  meeting  held  in  Manchcsitv. 


A  number  of  gifts  have  been  received  of  which  a 
report  is  made  elsewhere.  Also  we  have  rec^eived  and 
forwarded  a  number  of  books  and  magazines  for  the 
soldiers  and  sailors.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD 


The  School  Board  herewith  submits  a  brief  report 
for  the  year  ending  February  15,  1918. 

As  the  fiscal  year  has  been  changed  to  end  Aug.  31, 
1918,  no  detailed  financial  report  is  made  at  this  time. 
A  complete  report  wiU  be  made  next  year  for  the  period 
from  Feb.  15,  1917,  to  Aug.  31,  1918.  As  the  appro- 
priations made  at  the  last  school  meeting  were  in- 
tended to  provide  for  the  expenses  of  one  year,  there 
will  be  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  August  31,  a  de- 
ficit, unless  an  appropriation  is  made  at  the  next  meet- 
ing in  March  to  provide  for  the  period  from  February 
15  to  August  31.  The  law  evidently  intends  that  the 
appropriations  made  at  the  March  meeting  be  for  the 
year  from  August  31,  1918,  to  August  31,  1919 .

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Education  of  Derry  Town  School  Dis 
trict : 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the  work 
of  the  public  schools  for  the  past  year. 

The  work  continued  from  the  time  of  the  last 
report  to  the  end  of  the  year  in  June  much  as  usual. 
It  became  necessary  to  make  one  change  in  the  teach- 
ing force  in  the  Spring.  .  Miss  Carlotta  L.  Damren 
was  selected  as  teacher  of  the  7th  grade  room  which 
had  been  for  nearly  a  year  in  charge  of  Miss  Tebbetts . 
Sixty-eight  were  graduated  in  June  from  the  8th  grade, 
forty-four  of  whom  were  from  the  Oak  St .  8th  grade, 
and  the  remaining  twenty-four  were  from  the  various 
district  schools.  On  account  of  the  industrial  and 
economic  conditions,  a  smaller  proportion  of  these 
than  usual  entered  the  Academy. 

When  school  opened  in  September,  but  few 
changes  in  the  teaching  force  were  made.  It  was  neces- 
sary to  have  another  8th  grade  room,  also  another  3rd 
grade  room .  On  the  other  hand  it  was  possible  to  get 
along  with  four  instead  of  five  1st  grade  rooms .  Miss 
Christine  Feinauer  was  selected  for  the  new  8th  grade, 
Miss  M .  Ethel  Smith  was  transferred  from  first  to  third 
grade,  and  Miss  Ethel  Dudley  was  engaged  to  teach  the 
first  grade  in  place  of  Miss  Gage,  who  resigned.  In  the 
district  schools  also  the  changes  were  few .  Miss  Mur- 
ray at  District  4  resigned  and  Miss  Coult  was  trans- 
ferred from  District  No .  8  to  District  No .  4,  and  Mrs . 
Augusta  H .  Pontius  was  engaged  for  District  No.  8 . 
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Since  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Miss  Proctor  has 
been  given  leave  of  absence  for  whatever  time  s5io 
might  need,  and  Miss  Goodwin,  who  has  formerly  done 
much  good  work  in  our  schools,  was  put  in  charge  oi 
her  room  as  substitute  teacher. 

The  opening  of  the  Charles  M .  Floyd  school  gave 
rehef  from  the  formerly  crowded  condition.  It  made 
necessary  some  readjustment.  In  the  Floyd  school  S'x. 
rooms  are  used,  and  the  following  grades  are  provided 
for  there:  two  first  grades,  2nd  grade,  a  3rd  grade,  a 
7th  grade,  and  an  8th  grade.  Miss  Feinaeur,  teacher  of 
the  Sth  grade,  is  principal  of  the  building.  At  the  West 
Side  school  are  the  first  six  grades,  while  at  the  Oak  St 
school  are  aU  the  grades  from  the  1st  to  the  Sth,  inclu- 
sive . 

On  account  of  the  business  depression  dtiring  the 
summer,  some  families  moved  away,  and  consequently 
the  registration  for  this  year  is  sUghtly  less  than  that 
of  last  year .  On  the  other  hand  the  average  attendance 
seems  to  be  relatively  better  this  year  in  spite  of  the 
extremely  severe  Vvxather .  ^ 

The  last  legislature  changed  the  time  of  closing 
the  financial  accounts  of  school  districts  from  Feb.  15 
to  Aug.  31,  so  the  detailed  statement  of  expenditures 
for  the  period  from  Feb.  15.  1917  to  Aug-  31,  1918  wiU 
be  ptiblished  in  next  year's  report.  However,  a  sum- 
mary of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  to  date,  Feb. 
15,  1918,  is  given  this  year. 

While  it  is  the  evident  intention  of  the  law  that 
the  appropriation  to  be  made  at  the  annual  meeting  in 
March  be  for  the  year  ending  Aug.  31,  1919,  it  may  be 
wise  to  distribute  the  burden  of  extra  taxation,  caused 
by  changing  the  fiscal  year,  over  two  or  more  years . 

About  a  year  ago  a  school  savings  bank  was  put 
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ill  operation.  On  account  of  the  detail  of  work  in- 
volved, it  has  been  thought  best  not  to  attempt  to  ex- 
tend it  to  the  outlying  schools.  This  movement  has 
afforded  an  excellent  opportunity  to  teach  thrift,  and 
teachers  and  pupils  have  responded  splendidly .  After 
making  some  study  of  systems  in  use  elsewhere,  ar- 
rangements were  made  with  the  Deny  Savings  Bam. 
for  this  work,  the  Bank  supplying  all  necessary  forms 
for  carrying  it  on . 

It  may  be  of  interest  if  a  dei  ailed  account  of  the 
operation  of  the  bank  is  given  here.  Every  Tuesday 
morning  the  children  deposit  their  money  ^ivh  the 
teacher  of  their  room .  Each  depositor  is  given  a  pass 
book  or  card,  and  an  identical  record  is  kepc  by  the 
teacher.  A  list  of  the  depositors  is  made,  and  if  any 
child's  deposits  amount  to  one  dollar,  his  name  is  also 
put  on  the  transfer  list .  The  lists  and  the  envelope 
containing  the  money  are  later  collected  by  some  one 
appointed  to  do  this,  the  amount  verified,  and  the  en- 
velope sealed.  The  lists  and  money  are  then  sent  at 
the  close  of  school  to  the  office  of  the  superintendent. 
The  money  is  deposited  in  the  Derry  National 
Bank,  and  checks  are  then  drawn  to  be  deposited  to 
the  credit  of  those  whose  names  are  on  the  transfer 
lists,  and  accounts  are  opened  for  them  in  the  Derry 
Savings  Bank.  As  often  thereafter  as  a  child  gets  a 
dollar  on  his  school  card,  he  is  given  a  check  to  deposit 
on  his  bank  account .  In  just  a  year,  the  total  depos- 
its have  amounted  to  $1251.68,  and  of  this  amount 
$1107.00  have  been  transferred  to  mcrfe  than  three 
hundred  individual  savings  bank  accounts . 

Many  are  saving  regularly,  and  if  this  is  contin- 
ued, the  habit  will  become  fixed.  I  feel  that  this  is 
among  the  important  things  that  we  are  doing.  The 
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sale  of  Thrift  stamps  and  War  Saving  stamps  gives  an 
opportunity  during  this  year  to  do  much  tlie  same 
work  in  all  the  schools,  and  we  aie  trying  to  make  the 
most  of  the  opportunity. 

The  unusual  demands  upon  the  schools  caused  by 
the  war  must  be  met,  but  wit  ••.out  seriously  disturbing 
the  fundamental  work  of  tne  school.  Last  year  the 
children  quite  generally  had  gardens,  and  this  did  not 
interfere  with  their  work  in  school.  This  year  the  food 
situation  is  much  more  acute  and  it  is  desired  tliat  the 
ciiildren  do  very  much  more  garden  w^orl^ .  This  will 
appeal  to  them,  as  to  the  teachers,  as  an  economic  need 
and  as  a  patriotic  duty.  To  do  this  it  is  not  necessary 
for  us  to  teach  less,  btit  rather  make  a  better  use  of 
our  time  that  there  may  be  opportunii\  lo  do  the  work 
demanded  by  the  present  crisis.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
parents  will  encourage  the  children  in  this  work,  and 
give  them  whatever  help  they  may  ne^d  during  the 
Spring  and  Summer. 

Last  year  I  pointed  out  the  fact  that  there  was 
need  of  special  rooms  on  account  of  the  large  amount 
of  retardation  in  our  schools.  That  need  still  exists . 
In  September  there  w^ere  53  in  our  three  large  buildings 
three  years  or  more  behind  grade .  These  people  need 
individual  attention,  and  this  can  be  given  only  in  a 
limited  way  by  the  regular  teachers.  The  special 
rooms  w^ould  lessen,  but  not  remove  all  of  the  retarda- 
tion. I  have  from  time  to  time  urged  three  things,  all 
of  which  are  much  needed.  They  are  special  rooms, 
practical  arts  work  in  the  grades,  and  evening  schools 
for  the  benefit  of  the  adult  foreign  population.  These 
should  be  provided  for  as  soon  as  and  as  rapidly  as  the 
resources  of  the  school  department  will  w^arrant . 

During  the  past  year  much  needed  repairs  were 
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made  at  the  school  buDding  in  district  No .  3.  At  other 
schools  only  immediately  necessary  repairs  were  made. 
I  believe  we  should  continue  the  plan  of  putting.  oii«^ 
building  each  year  in  thoroughly  good  condition.  The 
Oak  St. ,  building  should  be  painted  if  possible  the  com- 
ing season

The  year's  work  has  been  going  along  very  satis- 
factorily. The  severe  weather  of  the  Winter  lias 
caused  some  interruptions,  but  in  spite  of  these 
the  work  has  progressed  on  the  whole  well  This  is 
due  in  some  measure  to  the  fact  that  there  have  been 
no  changes  in  the  teaching  force.  The  general  health 
of  the  pupils  has  been  good,  and  the  spirit  towards  the 
school  and  work  has  been  excellent. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  for  gener- 
ous support  and  hearty  co-operation,  also  the  teachers, 
pupils  and  parents  for  a  spirit  of  helpfulness  in  all  that 
pertains  to  the  welfare  of  the  schools.

,  I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tndent  of  schools. 

The  work  of  the  Grammar  room  was  more 
or  less  interrupted  last  year  by  frequent  changes 
of  teacher .  This  was  unfortunate,  and  caused  quite  a 
little:  interference  with  the  usual  good  work  of  the 
room  At  the  beginning  of  the  Spring  term,  Miss 
Esther  Lewis  was  secured  as  teacher,  and  since  then 
the  work  has  steadily  improved.  I  feel  that  the  school 
now  is  in  good  hands,  and  is  doing  consistent  work. 
The  primary  room  has  made  its  usually  good  progress 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Howe . 

TJie  registration  is  somewhat  smaller  than  usual 
on  account  of  the  fact  that  several  famines  with  chil- 
dren have  moved  away  from  the  Village  and  few  such 
families  have  come  to  us  in  the  meanwhile. 

The  work  of  the  several  classes  is,  in  the  main,, 
along  the  lines  pursued  for  several  years,  although  our 
new  State  Program  of  Studies  calls  for  some  innova- 
tions. While  we  wish  as  far  as  possible  to  carry  out 
the  spirit,  at  least  of  the  State  Program,  it  seems  best 
in  our  peculiar  situation  to  be  somewhat  conservative. 
We  wish  always  to  adapt  our  program  and  our  work  to 
t^abest  interests  of  the  children. 

The  fiscal  year  has  been  changed  to  end  August 
31  instead  of  February  15 .  Consequently  the  detailed 
financial  report  for  the  period  from  February  15,  1917 
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to  August  31,  1918  should  be  published  next  year.  It 
is  well  to  remember  that  the  law  evidently  intends  that 
the  appropriations  to  be  made  at  the  meeting  in  March 
be  for  the  period  ending  August,  31,  1919 . 

The  food  situation  is  acute,  and  it  is  desired  that 
every  child  as  far  as  possible  cultivate  as  large  a  gar- 
den as  he  may  be  able  to  care  for.  Assistance  and  in- 
struction will  be  given  through  the  schools,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  parents  will  encourage  the  children  in  this 
work  and  aid  them  ,if  necessary,  during  the  Spring  and 
Summer . 

The  following  facts  were  reported  to  the  State  De- 
partment for  the  year  ending  in  June : 
Total  enrollment  70 
Average  membership  58 . 79 

Average  attendance  54 . 44 

Per  cent,  of  attendance  92 . 60 

The  per  cent,  of  attendance  is  altogether  too  low . 
This  is  partly  attributable  to  the  severe  Winter  weath- 
er.    It  should  have  been  much  better. 

The  census  of  the  school  children  in  September, 
shows  68  between  the  ages  of  5  and  16 .  Of  these  two 
between  5  and  8  are  not  in  school  and  one  between  8 
and  14  is  not  in  school.  Eleven  were  in  the  Academy 
and  54  in  the  public  schools .

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Derry,  qualified  to 
vote  in  Town  Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  instructed  to  meet  at  the  Adams 
Memorial  Building  in  said  Town  on  the  second  Tues- 
day of  March  next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to 
act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  officials  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  vote  to  raise  and  appropnate  such  sums 
of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  support  of 
schools,  maintenance  of  the  poor,  for  laying  out  and 
repairing  highways,  building  and  repairing  bridges, 
for  the  suppression  of  brown  tail  and  gypsy  moths, 
for  the  police  department  and  municipal  court,  for  hy- 
drant service  and  electric  Ughts,  for  salaries  of  Tow^n 
officers,  for  the  Board  of  Health,  for  the  expenses  oi 
the  Adams  Memorial  Building  and  Town  Hall,  for 
State  and  County  Tax,  and  for  other  necessary 
charges  arising  in  said  Town. 

3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  use  of  Upton 
Post,  No.  45,  G.  A.  R.,  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
Memorial  Day. 

4.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors  and 
committees,  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  anjr  vote  rep 
lating  thereto. 
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5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  for  the  improvement  of 
highways  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sec. 
4,  of  Chapter  35  of  the  Law^s  of  1905,  and  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap  - 
propriate a  sum  of  money  for  the  maintenance  of 
trunk  line  roads,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  use  of  the  Derry 
PubUc  Library  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  use  of  Taylor 
Library'  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  wi!i 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  to  sprinkle  or  oil  the 
streets  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
and  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  release  and  quitclaim 
to  Charles  G.  Parker  its  right,  title  and  interest  in 
the  real  estate  of  the  late  Edw^ard  T.  Parker,  and  pass 
any  vote  relating  thereto. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  anO 
appropiiate  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Dollars  in  aid 
of  the  Derry  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  and  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Trus- 
tees of  T*aylor  Library  to  enlarge  the  library  room, 
add  new  shelving,  and  make  other  necessary  altera- 
tions and  improvements  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  to  meet  the  expenses  it  may  incur,  and  pass 
any  vote  relating  tiiereto.

16.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  rela- 
tive to  repairing  Broadway  from  Maple  Street  to  the 
railroad  and  from  Boyd's  corner  at  Park  Avenue  to 
the  watering  trough  at  Derry  Village,  and  to  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 

17.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  wM  take  rela- 
tive to  completing  that  section  of  the  Rockingham 
Road  lying  between  Fairview  Avenue  and  the  Cath- 
ohc  Church,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  issue  its 
bonds  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  any  ac- 
tion it  may  take  on  either  or  both  of  the  two  previous 
articles;  to  fix  the  kind  and  denomination  of  such 
bonds;  the  time  and  place  of  payment;  the  rate  of  in- 
terest and  the  time  when  such  interest  shall  be  paid; 
the  manner  of  payment;  all  to  be  done  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  129  of  the  Laws  of  1917.

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negotiable  notes  of  the  Town,  and  pass  any  vote  re- 
lating thereto. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  appoint  one  or  more  Ldquor  Agents  in 
accordance  with  Sect.  6  of  Chapter  147  of  the  Laws 
of  1917,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

21.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  a  sinking  fund  foi* 
the  payment  of  Town  bonds  and  pass  any  vote  relat- 
ing thereto. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  wHl  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  de- 
fraying the  expenses  of  the  two  hundredth  anniver- 
sary of  the  Town  of  Derry  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto- 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Dollars  for  the 
purpose  of  having  band  concerts  for  the  public  of 
Derry  during  the  ensuing  year  and  pass  any  vote  re- 
lating thereto.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  general  condition  of  the  town  the  past  year 
has  been  yer>'  good. 

There  were  4  cases  of  Diphtheria,  one  of  Scarlet 
Fever  and  several  of  Measles  last  spring,  all  light 
cases. 

The  first  week  in  May  was  devoted  to  cleaning 
back  yards  and  removing  unsightly  etc.,  rubbish, 
and  the  ready  response  the  board  received  from  the 
public  encourages  us  to  continue  the  good  work  this 
year. 

Venerial  diseases  have  been  added  to  our  hst  of 
contagious  diseases,  and  all  persons  ha\ing  a  venerial 
disease  unless  being  properly  treated,  will  be  quaran- 
tined and  house  placarded  subject  to  the  same  laws  as 
persons  suffering  from  any  other  contagious  disease 
and  any  physician  or  other  person  who  makes  a  diag- 
nosis in,  or  treats,  a  case  of  syphilis,  gonorrhea,  or 
chancroid,  shall  report  such  case  immediateh*  in  writ- 
ing to  the  local  health  officer,  stating  the  name  and 
address,  or  the  office  number  ,  age,  sex,  color  and  occu- 
pation, of  the  diseased  person,  and  the  date  of  onset 
of  the  disease,  and  the  probable  source  of  the  infec- 
tion.  The  report  shall  be  inclosed  in  a  sealed  enve- 
loi)e  and  sent  to  the  local  health  officer,  who  shall  re- 
port weekly  on  the  prescribed  form  to  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  all  cases  reported  to  him. 

The  health  officer  shall  use  every  available  means 
to  ascertain  the  existence  of,  and  to  investigate.  aH 


cases  of  syphilis,  gonorrhea,  and  chancroid  within 
their  several  territorial  jurisdiction  and  to  ascertain 
the  source  of  such  infection.  Local  health  officers,  or 
their  authorized  deputy,  are  empowered  and  directed 
to  make  such  examinations  of  persons  reasonably  sus- 
pected of  having  syphilis^  gonorrhea,  or  chancroid,  as 
may  be  necessary  for  carrying  out  these  regulations. 

It  is  not  the  intention  of  the  law  to  infringe  upon 
the  personal  Hberty  of  any  one,  but  to  institute  meas 
ures  f or  the  protection  of  other  persons  from  infec 
tiou  by  such  venereally  diseased  person,  and  any  per- 
son violating  any  of  the  provisions  shall  be  punished 
iby-a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  offence.

Despite  the  increased  cost  of  all  kinds  of  mater- 
ial used  about  the  Water  Works  plant  and  in  new  con- 
struction and  repairs,  we  are  able  again  this  year  to 
make  what  we  believe  a  gratifying  financial  report,  as 
wiU  be  seen  by  the  detailed  accounts  of  the  superin- 
tendent. Not  so  much  new  work,  in  extensions,  etc. 
was  done  the  past  year,  but  all  that  was  necessary  was 
given  attention  and  such  repairs  as  were*  required  were 
made.  Now  that  the  war  is  over,  and  the  price  of 
material  is  tending  downward  more  new  work  may  be 
done  the  ensuing  year.  Notwithstanding  the  high 
cost  of  labor,  coal,  wood,  iron  and  steel,  the 
price  of  water  to  the  consumer  remains  the  same  as 
it  was  when  the  ser\ace  was  installed,  and  yet  in  spite 
of  these  facts  the  system  is  in  a  satisfactory  condition, 
and  the  income  is  most  gi'atifying.  We  hope  it  will  be 
possible  at  an  early  date  however  to  add  to  the  water 
storage  capacity  of  the  plant      a   new   and  larger 
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standpipe  which  would  be  found  valuable  in  case  of  an 
emergency.  The  appende'd  report  of  the  property 
holdings,  and  the  financial  condition  will  be  found  of 
interest  to  the  citizens  of  this  town.

To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners: — 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1918. 

As  every  one  knows,  the  year  1918  was  ushered 
in  with  extreme  cold  weather  which  is  expensive 
for  Water  Works  plants.  As  a  result  it  was  absolute- 
ly necessary  that  the  water  should  be  left  running  in 
some  locaUties  to  prevent  the  main  freezing 
15,734.002  gallons  of  water  were  pumped  in  1918  more 
than  in  1917.  This  increase  over  the  previous  year 
was  noticeable  only  in  the  winter  months.  250  feet  of 
six  inch  pipe;  5  hydrant  connections;  and  about  70 
meters  were  frozen. 

At  the  pumping  station  we  have  about  one  thous- 
and doUars  worth  of  fuel  more  than  a  year  ago. 

The  hydrant  at  the  end  of  West  Broadway  has 
been  replaced  by  a  new  Corey  hydrant;  two  services 
have  been  relaid ;  and  ten  leaks  in  mains  and  service 
pipes  have  been  repaired. 

We  have  done  the  customary  work  on  the  steam 
roller,  tree  sprayer  and  sewer. 

In  March  we  bought  five  Nashville,  Tenn.,  5per 
cent  bonds  that  mature  March  1,  1922. 

We  have  paid  aU  running  expenses;  $416.44  for 
extensions;  $4235.00  interest  on  bonds;  bought  $5,000-- 
00  worth  of  bonds  and  have  a  balance  of  $3,654.50.

The  librarians  report  gives  so  clear  and  compre- 
hensive an  account  of  the  work  of  the  library  for  the 
year  1918,  that  anything  further  hardly  seems  needed. 
We  ask  for  a  careful  reading  of  the  same  and  of  that 
of  the  treasurer,  that  the  citizens  of  the  town  may 
know  how  the  money  given  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  Ubrary  has  been  expended,  and  also  be  reminded 
that  a  much  larger  amount  could  be  profitably  used. 
We  are  doing  a  very  large  business  on  a  very  small 
capital,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  realization  of  this  fact 
may  lead  to  a  larger  appropriation  for  its  support, 
that  its  usefulness  may  be  proportionately  increar:ed. 
Had  we  not  drawn  from  our  reserve  fund  the  number 
of  books  purchased  would  have  been  much  less  than 
in  former  years. 

We  feel  that  our  library  has  been  honored  in  the 
election  of  our  librarian  to  the  presidency  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Library  Association,  a  fitting  testimonial

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

To  the  Trustees,  of  the  Derry  Public  Library: — 

The  fourteenth  annual  report  of  the  library  for 
the  year  ending  January  31,  1919  is  here  presented: — 
The  library  has  been  open  274  days.  During  the 
epidemic  it  was  closed  five  weeks  and  two  days,  not 
opening  until  one  week  after  the  ban  had  been  lifted 
upon  other  places  of  public  gathering.  The  hours 
have  been  the  same  as  in  former  years. 

Circulation 

The  closing  of  the  library  has  decreased  our  cir- 
culation but  the  daily  average  of  117  books  loaned,  is 
I  consider  a  good  showing  and  but  4  1-2  below  last 
years  record.  There  is  an  increase*  in  the  per  cent 
of  non-fiction  loaned  and  a  corresponding  decrease  in 
fiction.  Boxes  of  books  have  been  sent  three  of  the 
larger  district  schools  and  some  of  the  pupils  ars 
acquiring  a  taste  for  reading  which  induces  them  to 
come  to  the  library  to  further  gratify  their  desire. 
Accession 

There  have  been  296  books  purchased  during  the 
year.  These  have  covered  the  usual  wide  range  of 
subjects.    We  have  added  a  good  number  of  books  on 
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the  war  both  personal  experiences  of  soldiers,  nurses, 
and  others,  and  the  more  thoughtful  ones  on  prevailing 
conditions  in  the  war  zone  and  the  problems  resulting 
fram  the  war.  These  have  all  been  in  constant  de- 
mand. In  response  to  the  call  for  books  for  the 
Soldiers  the  Library  collected  and  forwarded  about 
400  volumes.  We  have  also  enlarged  our  collection 
of  practical  subjects  such  as  agriculture,  home-making 
and  the  sciences,  and  many  interesting  works  of  travel 
and  biogi'aphies  have  been  purchased. 

The  number  added  however  is  not  as  large  as 
could  be  used  to  advantage.  Many  a  desirable  book 
has  not  been  purchased  because  of  the  expense.  The 
books  are  wearing  out  constantly  and  a  large  number 
should  be  discarded  and  replaced  by  new  copies  if  our 
funds  warranted  it. 

A  new  stack  has  been  added  which  will  hold  about 
500  volumes  and  the  books  have  been  rearranged  so 
that  all  departments  have  room  for  further  additions 
for  the  present. 

Picture  Collection 
Our  collection  of  pictures  is  growing  in  favor  and 
its  use  increasing.  Nearly  twice  as  many  pictures 
were  loaned  as  last  year.  The  Mentor  Magazine 
subscribed  to  for  the  past  year  is  a  help  in  this  depart  - 
ment. With  each  magazine  comes  six  fine  pictures 
of  the  subject  treated  and  as  many  useful  and  interest- 
ing subjects  are  included  we  are  able  to  loan  these  to 
advantage  after  they  have  been  renioved  from  the 
reading  room. 

Bulletin  Boards 
The  bulletin  boards  have  had  a  special  prominence 
the  past  year.    One  board  has  been  used  exclusively 
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for  the  food  problem.  The  library  has  received 
monthly,  information  on  this  subject  from  the  govern- 
ment authorities  with  suggestions  for  display  and 
many  posters,  war  recipes  and  government  leafletB 
have  been  thus  shown.  At  one  time  another  board 
contained  a  collection  of  Camp  Devens  post  cards  in 
which  many  were  interested.  We  have  had  photos 
of  Derry  boys  in  the  United  States  service  on  ex- 
hibition since  last  summer  and  many  have  been  glad 
to  see  the  faces  of  those  who  have  represented  Derry 
in  the  world  conflict.  Souvenirs  of  the  war  and 
views  of  the  battle  ground  have  also  been  loaned  for 
exhibition.  These  subjects  in  addition  to  the  usual 
book  notices  and  Pinkerton  Academy  reading  list 
have  made  these  boards  of  more  than  ordinary  in- 
terest. 

Library  Meetings 
Your  librarian  has  attended  two  library  meet- 
ings during  the  year,  one  the  annual  state  meeting 
held  at  Claremont,  the  other  a  neighborhood  meeting 
held  at  Laconia.  At  the  latter  she  represented  the 
state  association  as  its  president  and  demonstrated 
book  repairing.  She  also  spent  a  day  visiting  libraries 
in  the  vicinity  with  Mr.  A.  T.  Dudley,  of  Exeter,  one 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Library  Commission. 

In  Conclusion 
Assistance  is  rendered  whenever  possible  to  those 
seeking  information  and  the  request  for  educational 
and  practical  books  are  welcomed.  Our  hbrary 
has  a  good  collection  along  this  line  and  we  wish  it 
might  be  used  to  even  greater  extent.  The  govern- 
ment bulletins  issued  on  agriculture  and  allied  sub- 
jects can  be  had  at  the  library  and  might  be  helpful 
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to  many  in  the  rui*al  districts.  We  wish  more  "wotaM 
get  the  habit  of  coming  to  the  library  when  there  is 
information  wanted  as  well  as  for  books  of  entertain- 
ment.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


The  annual  report  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
Town  School  District  is  herewith  respectfully  sub- 
mitted. 

On  account  of  the  prevailing  epidemic  the  schools 
during  the  fall  term,  have  lost  four  weeks  which  is  a 
serious  loss  to  the  pupils. 

During  this  time  the  teachers  were  paid  in  full  and 
we  are  very  sure  that  they  will  co-operate  with  the 
Superintendent  in  doing  their  best  to  make  up  for 
lost  time. 

On  account  of  the  conditions  and  the  high  cost 
of  hving  the  Board  felt  that  the  teachers  were  not 
receiving  adequate  pay,  consequently  the  pay  of  each 
teacher  was  raised  one  dollar  per  week, 

The  past  year  has  been  a  disasterous  one  on  ac- 
count of  fires,  but  only  one  was  a  serious  financial, 
loss;  the  School  House  in  District  No.  4,  for  some  un- 
known cause  burned  to  the  ground  and  as  the  insur- 
surance  was  only  $60000  the  loss  was  quite  ma 
terial.  - 

As  the  law  imposes  a  duty  upon  the  School  Board 
to  furnish  School  facilities  to  all  pupils  and  as  trans- 
portation did  not  seem  feasible  the  Board  took  it  upon, 
themselves  to  make  immediate  arrangements  to  re- 
build the  School  House.  This  was  done  and  the 
School  House  completed  in  the  early  fall.  On  ac- 
count of  the  high  price  of  materials  and  labor  the 
School  House  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  $3000.00, 
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but  we  think  we  have  one  of  he  model  district  Scliools 
in  the  State  and  we  would  ask  the  District  to  ratify  all 
we  have  done  in  the  premises. 

The  following  is  an  estimate  of  the  amount  re- 
quired to  meet  the  statuary  obligations,  and  this  re- 
port is  a  notice  to  the  selectmen  as  required  by  law.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Education  of  Derry  Town  School 
District : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  schools. 

The  past  year  has  been  in  several  ways  a  rather 
trying  one  in  school  work.  The'  extremely  severe 
weather  of  last  winter  caused  considerable  interrup- 
tion, and  the  epidemic  of  Influenza  has  made  a  most 
serious  break  in  the  work  of  the  present  year.  How- 
ever, there  are  many  things  about  the  situation  that 
are  encouraging,  and  in  spite  of  these  drawbacks,  we 
can  find  much  in  the  year's  work  that  is  gratifying. 

In  June  sixty-one  w^ere  graduated  from  the  Eighth 
grade,  as  follows:  From  the  Oak  St-.  school,22,  from 
the  Floyd  school,  27,  and  12  from  the  various  district 
schools-  The  majority  of  these  entered  the  Academy 
in  the  fall.  • 

Throughout  the  year  there  has  been  no  change 
in  the  teaching  force,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  in 
June,  and  during  the  summer,  the  following  resigned 
to  go  elsewhere,  or  into  other  work:  Mr.  Collins, 
Miss  Rand,  Miss  White  of  the  Oak  St.,  school.  Miss 
McCarthy  of  the  West  Side,  Miss  Coult  at  Dist.  No.  4, 
and  Miss  Reardon  at  Dist.  No.  7.    Miss  Augusta  E. 
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Newbegiii,  a  graduate  of  Farmington,  Maine,  Normal 
school,  and  a  teacher  of  considerable  experience,  was 
secured  to  succeed  Mr.  Collins  as  Prin.  of  the  Oak  St., 
school.  Miss  Emily  F.  Lord,  a  graduate  of  Keene 
Normal  school,  was  engaged  for  the  sixth  grade,  while 
Miss  McGrail  was  transferred  from  the  Floyd  school 
to  take  Miss  White's  place  in  the  1st.  grade  of  the 
Oak  St.  Miss  Smith  was  transferred  from  the  Floyd 
school  to  the  2nd.  grade  of  the  West  Side  school,  and 
Miss  Ai-mstrong  was  transferred  from  Dist-  No.  5  to 
take  the  3rd.  grade  at  the  Floyd  school-  Miss  Hazel 
B.  Butler,  a  graduate  of  Keene,  was  secured  for  Dist. 
No.  4,  and  Miss  Marion  S.  Gilson,  a  graduate  of  the 
State  College,  for  Dist.  No.  5,  and  Miss  Helen  M. 
Devaney,  a  graduate  of  Lowell  Normal  school,  for 
Dist.  No.  7.  At  the  beginning  of  school  in  September, 
Miss  Ranney  was  unable  to  return,  and  later  at  her 
request,  she  was  given  leave  of  absence  for  the  balance 
of  the  year. 

But  one  1st  grade  was  needed  at  the  Floyd  school, 
and  later  what  had  been  Miss  Ranney's  room  was 
distributed,  so  but  four  rooms  at  the  Floyd  school  are 
now  in  tise.  The  enrollment  has  dropped  off  quite  a 
little  since  last  year,  due  to  the  fact  that  a  number  of 
families  have  moved  from  town  on  account  of  in- 
dustrial conditions  caused  by  the  war.  With  the 
return  of  peace  and  normal  conditions,  the  enrollment 
is  likely  to  increase. 

At  the  beginning  of  school  in  September,  it  was 
thought  to  be  necessary,  on  account  of  the  increased 
cost  of  living,  to  increase  the  pay  of  the  teachers. 
Still  their  pay  compares  very  unfavorably  with  what 
they  could  earn  in  almost  any  other  kind  of  employ- 
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ment.  Their  training  and  aptitude  for  their  work,  and 
not  their  pay,  keeps  them  in  the  service. 

We  have  had  a  rather  curious  epidemic  of  fires 
during  the  past  year.  In  April,  the  building  at  No-  7 
caught  fire  one  morning,  and  was  saved  only  by  the 
efforts  of  the  boys  of  the  school,  aided  after  a  time 
by  the  neighbors-  This  fire  orignated  about  a  defect- 
ive chimney-  To  prevent  further  difficulty  from  this 
cause,  a  new  chimney  was  built  on  the  outside  from 
the  ground  up.  While  the  repairs  were  being  made, 
the  school  continued  in  session,  through  the  courtesy 
of  the  officers,  in  the  nearby  Community  building. 
Three  other  buildings  were  found  to  have  faulty  chim- 
neys, and  during  the  summer  these  were  rebuilt 
similiarly.  In  May,  the  building  at  No.  4  was  com- 
pletely destroyed  during  the  night.  The  origin  of 
this  fire  is  unknown.  There  had  been  no  fire  in  the 
building  for  heating  for  a  week,  and  the  fire  apparently 
did  not  originate  about  any  part  of  the  heating  plant. 
The  loss  of  this  building  was  all  the  more  severe,  as 
it  had  been  more  thoroughly  equipped  than  any  other 
of  our  rural  buildings,  For  the  balance  of  the  year, 
the  teachers  and  pupils  were  transported  to  a  vacant 
room  in  the  Floyd  building.  This  arrangement  w^as 
quite  satisfactory,  but  expensive. 

In  October,  while  the  buildings  were  closed  on 
account  of  the  Influenza,  a  fire,  caused  by  spontaneous 
combustion  in  soft  coal,  did  considerable  damage  to 
the  Oak  St.,  building.  One  week  later,  a  similar  fire 
occured  in  the  West  Side  building-  ^  But  for  the 
timely  discovery  of  these  fires,  we  should  have  lost 
both  of  these  buildings. 

It  w^as  unfortunate  to  have  to  build  this  year  at 
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District  No.  4,  when  labor  and  materials  were  so  high, 
but  having  to  do  so,  it  was  wise  to  build  a  good  build- 
ing— one  that  would  adequately  meet  the  needs  of  the 
school,  and  conform  to  the  requirements  of  good 
school  architecture.  We  may  well  be  proud  of  the 
building,  and  it  is  sure  to  react  favorably  on  the  work 
of  the  school. 

It  may  be  well  to  suggest  at  this  time  that  several 
of  the  buildings  need  important  repairs.  All  of  the 
older  buildings  in  the  district  are  faulty  in  the  matter 
of  hghting.  The  buildings  at  No-  3,  No.  6,  and  No.  7 
have  mndows  in  front  as  well  as  on  all  other  sides, 
so  that  children  face  the  light-  This  is  partially  re- 
medied by  keeping  the  curtains  at  ■  these  windows 
drawn.  The  interior  of  the  building  at  No.  8  was 
improved  last  year.but  the  four  other  older  rural 
buildings  need  much  done  to  put  them  in  good  con- 
dition. The  ceilings  need  to  be  whitened,  the  wails 
tinted  or  papered,  and  the  wood  work  painted. 
Jacketed  stoves  in  all  of  these  buildings  would  im- 
prove the  heating  and  ventilating  conditions.  The 
Oak  St.,  building  should  be  painted  this  year.  Its 
present  appearance  is  riot  a  ery  creditable  to  the 
town. 

The  School  Savings  Bank  continues  to  do  good 
work,  especially  among  the  younger  children-  Many 
of  the  children,  however,  are  buying  thrift  stamps  In- 
stead of  depositing  in  the  bank,  and  they  are  encoura- 
ged to  do  so.  The  bank  has  been  in  operation  almost 
exactly  two  years,  and  in  that  time,  the  children  have 
deposited  $2228-38,  of  which  amount  $2052.00  have 
been  deposited  to  the  credit  of  individual  accounts  in 
the  Derrj^  Savings  bank-  The  thrift  stamps  are 
affording  an  excellent  opportunity  to  teach  thrift  in 
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the  outlying  schools,  where  it  is  impracticable  to  make 
use  of  the  School  Savings  Bank. 

Early  in  December  an  evening  school  was  opened 
for  the  benefit  of  our  foreign-language  people  who 
might  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  an  opportunity  to 
acquire  some  mastery  of  the  English  language.  Two 
classes  were  formed,  one  for  those  who  could  use  little 
or  no  English,  and  one  class  for  those  who  were  some- 
what more  advanced.  Forty-five  have  been  enrolled, 
about  half  of  whom  have  attended  regularly.  These 
have  made  good  progress.  No  special  effort  was 
made  to  secure  the  attendance  of  large  numbers-  It 
was  thought  better  to  try  to  do  successfully  what  we 
might  undertake  with  a  few  rather  than  to  secure 
large  attendance  and  obtain  doubtful  results,  parti- 
cularly as  we  had  facilities  for  not  more  than  two  or 
three  classes.  I  have  several  times  suggested  the 
advisability  of  such  a  school  in  Derry.  This  year,  the 
activities  of  the  State  Americanization  Committee 
made  it  seem  necessary  to  try  the  experiment.  That 
committee  had  demonstrated  the  fact  that  there  was 
great  need  of  doing  something.  An  industrial  census 
secured  during  the  summer  showed  the  following 
facts  at  that  time  in  the  two  largest  shops,  the  Derry 
Shoe  Co.,  and  the  Woodbury  Shoe  Co. : 

Number  of  foreign-born  employees  190 

Number  of  those  not  able  to  speak  Elnglish  32 

Number  not  able  to  read  English  81 

Number  of  nationalities  represented  13 

These  figures,  of  course,  represent  but  a  part  of 
our  foreign-born  population,  but  are  sufficient  to 
indicate  a  very  real  need.  If  you  can  help  any  con- 
siderable number  of  these  people  to  acquire  some  use 
of  ,the  common  language,  we  shall  be  doing  them  a 
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gi'eat  good,  and  make  it  possible  for  them  to  become 
better  citizens.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  the 
nationality  of  those  enrolled  in  the  evening  school. 
There  were  33  of  French  Canadian  stock,  1  Greek,  :•. 
Russian.  2  Italians,  2  Poles,  2  Lithuanians,  and  4 
Armenians. 

No  provision  had  previously  been  made  to  finance 
the  school,  so  all  bills  not  otherwise  provided  for  will 
have  to  be  paid  out  of  the  regular  school  funds.  The 
DeiTy  Woman's  Club  has  generously  given  $25.00  to- 
wards the  support  of  the  school,  also  MoUy  Reid 
Chapter,  D.  A.  R.,  has  given  $5.00  for  the  same  pur- 
pose. In  the  future,  the  district  should  vote  suf- 
ficient money  to  maintain  an  evening  school  to  meet 
the  evident  need  of  the  community. 

The  financial  statement  this  year  covers  the  per- 
iod from  Feb.  15,  1917,  to  Aug.  31,  1918,  or  nearly  a 
year  and  a  half,  and  the  total  amount  expended  is 
proportionately  larger  than  usual.  At  the  last  an- 
nual meeting  there  was  appropriated  an  amount  of 
money  estimated  to  cover  the  expenses  for  one  year, 
and  therefore  it  will  be  necessary  to  vote  again  this 
year  an  amount  to  cover  the  period  from  this  time  to 
Aug.  31.  1919.  It  would  be  very  desirable,  if  possible 
to  raise  an  amount  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  year 
from  Aug.  31,  1919,  to  Aug.  31,  1920,  the  next  school 
year. 

The  following  table  of  statistics  for  four  years 
is  given  for  compfarison  and  should  be  of  interest.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  average  cost  per  pupil 
for  teaching  is  greatly  increased  for  1918,  but 
the  figures  given  are  for  a  period  of  nearly 
a  year  and  a  half  and  really  do  not  represent  any  in 
crease.  The  cost  of  books  and  supplies  has  been  kept 
very  low  through  the  co-operation  of  the  teachers  and 
children  in  the  effort  to  eMminate  all  possible  waste 

We  are  required  annually  to  vote  on  the  matter  of 
medical  inspection,  or  until  the  act  shall  be  accepted- 
For  two  years  the  District  has  voted  to  instruct  the 
School  Board  and  Superintendent  to  call  in  the  doctor 
of  the  Board  of  Health  or  the  district  nurse  whenever 
deemed  necessary.  The  doctor  has  been  called  upon 
occasionally,  and  I  have  made  arrangements  with  the 
Di^rict  Nurse  Association  for  the  services  of  the  dis- 
trict nurse,  if  any  special  need  should  arise,  whenever 
she  might  be  at  liberty.  I  would  suggest  that  it  would 
be  well  to  arrange  for  her  to  act  as  school  nurse  for 
inspection  purposes  all  of  the  time  she  may  have 
available. 

Miss  Marguerite  E.  Clark,  for  quite  a  number  of 
years  supervisor  of  music,  recently  resigned  to  accept 
a  more  lucretive  position  in  New  Jersey-  :  liss  Clark 
had  done  excellent  work  in  the  schools,  and  her  going 
is  a  distinct  loss.  The  subject  of  music  is  important, 
and  should  be  given  more  rather  than  less  attention. 
Arrangements  are  being  made  to  continue  the  work 
along  hues  already  outlined  for  the  balance  of  the 
year. 
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While  the  schools  have  been  interrupted  a  good 
deal  by  sickness  up  to  this  time,  just  now  the  attend- 
ance is  getting  to  be  more  nearly  normal,  and  the  work 
is  going  along  well.  It  is  the  purpose,  entered  into 
heartily  by  teachers  and  pupils,  to  accomplish  the 
year's  work  in  spite  of  the  unusual  difficulties.  I  am 
confident,  if  no  furthei'  interruption  occurs,  that  at 
the  end  of  the  year  in  June,  a  good  year's  work  will 
have  been  done.  The  teachers  are  enthusiastic  and 
working  hard,  and  the  pupils  generally  are  responding 
well. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Board  for  generous  co-operation.

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  repoi  t  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

The  year  since  the  last  annual  report  lias  l)een  of  unusual 
difficulty  in  school  work.  Last,  winter  the  unusual  severity  of 
the  weather  interrupted  to  quite  a  degree  the  work  of  the 
schools,  and  the  epidemic  of  Influenza  this  year  has  been  the 
most  serious  interference  that  we  have  ever  known.  Yet  in 
spite  of  these  drawbacks  we  can  find  much  that  is  gratifying 
in  the  year's  work. 

An  unusually  large  class  was  graduated  from  the  Eighlh 
grade  in  June,  a  id  as  the  class  entering  the  Grammar  room 
in  September  was  small,  the  attendance  in  that  room  since 
September  has  been  unusujilly  small.  There  has  also  been 
some  decrease  in  the  number  in  the  Primary  room.  This  is 
in  accordance  with  the  tendency  in  Derry  due  to  industrial 
conditions  arising  from  the  war.  Normal  conditions  may  be 
expected  to  be  restored  soon. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  retaining  the  same  teachers — 
Miss  Lewis  and  Miss  How,    Both  are  doing  excellent  work. 

The  garden  work  of  the  children  last  year  was  very  suc- 
cessful. The  estimated  value  of  the  crops  raised  was  $373 
and  this  amount  was  reported  to  the  state  supervisor  in  Con- 
cord. The  food  situation  is  still  serious,  and  it  is  hoped  to 
accomplish  even  more  this  year  in  the  school-home  gardens. 
We  hope  parents  will  co-operate  to  this  end.
